Alger Coes Down into 


| His Pocket,

Secretary Yields With No Great 
Alacrity. | 


He Says He Does not Know Thm 
Work is to Begin and That Ad- 
vertising for Bids Will not 
Hurry Matters Along.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Sealed proposals for 
building the deep-water harbor of 
refuge and.commerce at San Pedro 
will immediately be asked for by the 
War Department in accordance with 
the last River and Harbor Appropria- 
tion Bill, which provides for the 
building of a $2,900,000 harbor at the 
above-mentioned place. This decision 
was reached by Secretary Alger today 
after a long and vexatious delay. The 
ents for this work will be 
vrinted in Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago and St. Louis, and will 
be paid for with Alger’s own money. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury, 
who. was asked to give an opinion as 
to whether the remainder of the $50,- 


the expenses of the’ board of engineers 
appointed to locate the harbor could 
be used for the payment of advertis- 
ing, has not yet rendered a decision, 
but to avoid further delay, Secretary 
Alger determined to take the matter 
into his own hands and straightway 
advertise for bids.

THAT FIFTY: THOUSAND, 


Possibility That Some of 4t May Be 
Available.

WASHINGTON,. Nov. 26. — Orders 
‘were issued today by Secretary Alger 
to advertise for proposals for the build- 
ing of the breakwater at San Pedro 
Harbor, Cal.

LOVERING GUILTY. 

Such is Reported to Be the Court- 
martial’s Verdict. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Nov. 26—The Tribune 


| today prints the following: 
“The finding of the court-martial is} 


that the ‘accused is guilty as charged 
in the specifications, and that he be 
reprimanded by the reviewing author- 
ity. The court is thus lenient in view 
of the good character of the accused, as 
shown in the evidence.’ The foregoing 
is, according to the statement of a 
man who knows, the exact verdict of 
the court-martial which has just com- 
pleted its labors Im the case of Capt. 
Leonard Lovering of Fort Sheridan, 
charged with brutal treatment of Pri- 
vate Charles Hammond. 

“It took the court-martial one hour 


“to reach its decision. The first ballot 


resulted in seven members of the 
court-martial voting ‘guilty,’ and five 
‘not guilty.’ The usual court-martial 
is composed of thirteen members, but 
Maj. Randolph, who has been detailed 
to attend the court, was unable to do 
so, and so twelve men sat as a jury to 
decide the fate of Capt. Lovering. 
There was a vigorous effort made to 
have those parts of the specifications 
charging Capt. Lovering with ‘cruelty’ 
and ‘brutality’ strickén out. It was 


finally. decided to consider the charges | 


as they were set forth in the specifi- 


cations, and the decision was reached 


without making the changes.” 
GEN. BROOKE BARRED.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The record 
of the court-martial in the case of 
Capt. Lovering has not yet reached 
the War Department. Gen. Brooke be- 
ing regarded somewhat in the light of 
an aceuser of Lovering, the papers 
Will not come before him at all, either 
for‘review or for transmission to Wash- 
ington from Chicago.

BARCELONA DYNAMITERS. 
Callis Renounces ai Confessio 
Which He Made, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHY MEPORT.J 


BARCELONA, Nov. 26.—[By. Atlan- 
tic Cable.] Great interest is felt in 


the trial now in progress here of the 


two men, Callis and Enrique, accused 
by Ascheri, instigator of the bomb- 
throwing outrage during the procession 
of the Corpus Christi in the spring of 
last’ year, of throwing bombs at a 
sirike meeting in 1886, when several 
persons were killed and many others 
injured. 

Callis was lately condemned to 
twenty years’ imprisonment as an ac- 
complice of Ascheri in the Corpus 
Christi outrage. During his trial on 
that charge he confessed himself 
guilty of the bomb-throwing of 1886. 
Brought now to trial on that confes- 
sion. he alleges that it was extorted 
from him by torture -at Montjuich 
fortress. and his statement that he 
was. subjected to tortyre is confirmed 
by the testimony other convicts 
called as witnesses. ~ 

Enrique, arraigned with him on the 
charge of bomb-throwing in 1886, was 
acauitied today. With regard to the 
assertion of Callis that he was  tor- 
tured. Lieut. Portas and others called 
for the prosecution deny that there is 
anv truth in the story, and the 
wefght of evidence is against Callis. 
The public prosecutor demands a sen- 
tence of imprisonment for life in his 
case.

Official Gazette publishes 
this morning (Saturday) the royal de- 
crees granting autonomy to Cube and 
Porto Rico, thus removing the anxiety 
thet had begun to be expressed on ail 
sides as the result of the government's 
reticence and unexplained delay. 

. Article 1 explains the principles of 
the future governments of the two 
islands. 

Article 2 decrees that the sovern- 
ment ‘of each island shall be com- 
posed of an insular parliament, divided 


.into two chambers, while governor- 


general representing the home govern- 
ment shall exercise in its name the 
supreme authority. 

Article 8 declares that the faculty 
of making laws of colonial affairs rests 
with the insular chambers and the 
governor-general. 

Article 4 directs that the insular 
representation shall be composed of 
two corporations with equal power, a 
chamber of representatives and a eoun- 


‘cil of administration. 


Article 6 provides that the council 
of admi ‘istration shall consist of thir- 
ty-five. members, of whom eighteen 
shall be elected and seventeen nomi- 
nated by the home government.

VANCOUVER, Nov. 26.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Authorities in Vancouver 
received a letter by the last orfental 
steamer that two Chinese women were 


been purchased by two procurers and 
were being brought Into the eountry for 
immoral purposes, The police had some 
lrouble in locating them, but finally 
did so in the house of a merchant in 
Chinatown. 

Detectives were detailed to shadow 


procurers turned up from San Fran- 
cisco. 

The quartette were promptly arrested. 
The women, after considerable per- 
suasion, confessed that they had been 
sent to San Francisco by the two 
Chinamen mentioned, who said they 
were their husbands. These Chinamen 
lived in San Francisco. The authorities 
stopped them and deported them to 
Hong-Kong, but on instructions given 
before they sailed they took the next 
steamer to Vancouver. As all the par- 
ties presumably gave fictitious names, 
it is impossible to locate them. 

The police department, fearfng that 
under the lax Canadian laws regarding 
Chinese they could not conyict them 
of any offense, asked the San Francisco 
Chinamen if they would bé willing to 
marry the women who had made three 
trips across the Pacific on their behalf. 
They replied in Chinese “in a minute.” 
They were soon united in matrimony, 
according to the rites of the Presby- 
terian church. Armed with marriage 
licenses, the couple left for San Fran- 
cisco today, laughing in their volum- 
inous sleeves at the way they had 
punched holes in the laws of Uncle 
Sam and Queen Victoria.”

RICH ORB AT HAVILAH. 
Los Angeles Gold Mining Company 


Makes a Strike.

CALIENTE, Nov. 6.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The report reaches here to- 
day that a big strike has been made in 
the old Warrington mine in Havilah. 
‘A nine-foot ledge of $30 ore has: been 
developed on the 560-foot level. This 
is the mine worked in early days by 4 
New York company and later by H. 
W. Blaisdell of Yuma. The latter 
work resulted in nothing. The Los An- 
geles Gold Mining Company recently 
bonded the Mine, and has been develop- 
ing it for the past thirty days. : 

It appears the ledge was lost by 
the New York company, and a period 
of years caused’a cave-in on the lower 
level, exposing a regular ledge that had 
been blinded by a “horse” in the vein, 
which threw the miners off. There is 
intense excitement in Havilah, and in a 
new camp beyond called Clinedike, 
founded by G. W. Cline, a Colorado 

rospector. He has discovered a large 
adage of gold-bearing quartg that is 
said to be thirty feet in width, and 
prospecting $15 to $30 a ton in gold.

The Attorney-General Insists That 
it Take Place.

GERMANY ASKS HEAVY INDEMNITY 
FOR MISSIONARIES’ DEATHS, 


A Counter-demand is Made That 
Kiaechou Bay Be First Evacnu- 
ated—Gen. Chang Koia Con- 
demned to Death—Viceroys Busy 
‘With Coast Defenses.

LONDON, Noy. 2.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.) Special dispatches recejyed 
here today from Shanghai say that 
Baron yon Heyking, the German Min- 
ister to China, has presented ta the 
Chinese government the demands of 
Germany for reparation for the recent 
murder of the German missionaries 
and the destruction of German mis- 
sion property. These qemands include 
the execution of the murderers of 
Nies and Henley; the punishment of 
the implicated officials, the reconstruc- 
tion of the mission buildings; the pay-. 
ment of an indemnity of 600,000 taels 
to the relatives of the victims,’ and 
also the payment of a heavy in- 
demnity to cover the expenses of the 
German naval expedition and the main- 
tenance of a German force at Kiaochow, 
The Chinese government replied that 
Kiaochou Bay must be evacuated be- 
fore the demands can be discussed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Secretary 

‘ John D. Long of the Navy Department 
in reporting to the President the op- 
erations of his department for the past 
fiscal year, states that the present ef- 
fective fighting force of the navy con- 
Bists of four battleships. of the first 
class, two battleships of the second 
class, two armored cruisers, sixteen 
cruisers, fifteen gunboats, six double- 
turreted monitors, one ram, one dyna- 
mite gunboat, one dispatch-boat, one 
transport steamer and five torpedo 
boats There are under construction 
five battleships of the first class, six- 
_ teen torpedo. boats and one subma- 
rine boat, There are sixty-four other 
naval vessels, including those used as 
training, receiving, and naval-reserve 
‘Ships, tugs, disused single-turreted 
monitors, and some unserviceable craft. 
There is, further, the auxiliary fleet. 


« This consists, first, of more than twenty 


subsidized steamers which comply with 
the requirements of the postal act of 
March 38, 1891, with regard to their 


«adaptability to naval service, and to 


an armament of main and secondary 
batteries; second, a very much greater 
number of large merchant marine 
steamers,« which can be availed of at 
any time of need.

The ships are so designed, however, 
and the contract so drawn that this 
can be done without much other em- 
barrassment to the government than 

the delay in their final completion. But 
this, Secretary Long says, is a great 
embarrassment, practically making 
these vessels useless meantime to the 
navy. To prevent this, provision should 
at once be made for obtaining the 
armor necessary to their completion. 
Congress at its last session appropri- 
‘ated a sum of money for the armor for 
the battleships Alabama, Illinois and 
' ‘Wisconsin, but provided that the price 
should not exceed an average of $300 
per ton. In response to advertisements, 
the two companies which now manu- 

_ facture such armor, replied that they 
were unable to furnish it at that price. 
As a result, the final completion of 
these vessels will be delayed. 

In compliance with the direction of 
Congress the department has appointed 
an armor-factory board, composed of 
officers selected with especial regard to 
their fitness for this duty. They have 
made a careful investigation of the 
problems presented, and have visited 
some of the principal steel and -iron 

- manufacturing points in the country. 
The result will.be transmitted to Con- 


_ gress in a special report. 


Work on .the torpedo boats has not 
proceeded as rapidly, on the whole, as 
the terms of the contracts require. The 
number of these boats contracted for 
in. the last two years has induced 
some contractors to enter into competi- 
tion for their construction who were 

. without previous experience in such 
work, but no reason appears for doubt- 
ing that the contracts will be fulfilled 
in every respect except that of § time. 

An important addition of light-draft

The contracts 
for these thirty-knot boats were 
awarded to the lowest bidders) who 
complied with the requirements. 

The original appropriation for the 
training vessel for the Naval Academy 
was for the building of one composite 
vessel, propelled by steam and sail, at 
a cost, including outfit, of $250,000. The 
deficiency act of July 19, 1897, struck 
out the provision for propulsion by

* to $125,000, which is inadequate for the 
construction of a suitable practice 
ship.

CARE AND MAINTENANCE OF THE 

FLEET. 

The report of the chief constructor 

_ gives in detail the work of the past 


year. in connection with ‘the repair ana 


preservation of. vessels. there ajp- 
that, as for several years 


was therefore necessarily suspended 
during the latter part of the fiscal 
year. This heas-caused an immediate 
drain upon the funds for the present 
year, which. probably ‘will‘ likewise «be 
prematurely exhausted.. The depart- 
ment is making special effort to keep 
down the requests for and the. esti- 
mates and cost of repairs. 
is impossible, _however,-to hold 
these expenses at what they would be 
if done under the competition and un- 
der the longer:hours and more fayvor- 
able conditions of private establish- 
ments, and the chief constructor, in his_ 
estimates for the ensuing year, is jus- 
tified in asking for a larger ‘appropria- 
tion under this head, especially as the 
constant additions to the numbers 0 
vessels in the service necessarily in- 
volves increased expenditures for care 
and maintenance.

Provision has been outlined for their 
stowage and preservation at small cost. 
The department has during the past 
year adopted the practice of placing in 
reserve such vessels as it deems ad- 
visable ‘for any reason not to retain in 
active commission. 
SHIPS IN COMMISSION. 

. The North Atlantic squadron, under 
command of Rear Admiral Bunce until 
‘May 1, 1897, and since then under Rear 
Admiral Sicard, has had, during the 
past year, the benefits which result 
from exercises in drill and fleet maneu- 
vers. This squadron is composed of 
the New York (first rate,) flagship; 
Massachusetts (first rate,) Puritan 
(first rate,) Indiana (first rate,) Iowa 
(first rate,) Texas (second rate,) Maine 
;(first rate,) Brooklyn (first rate,) Ter- 
ror (second rate,) Montgomery (second 
rate,;) Marblehead (third: rate,) Wil- 
mington (third rate,) Detroit (third 
rate,) Annapolis (third rate,) Nash- 
ville (third rate,) Fern (fourth rate,) 
Vesuvius (fourth rate.) 

Embracing three battleships of the 
first class, two of the second, and some 
of our best cruisers, it makes the most 
formidable fleet asembled since the 
civil war. The department ‘has been 
able during the past year, for the first 
time, to exercise battleships as a 
squadron. This fleet visited Charles- 
ton during February, and was exer- 
cised in a blockade of that port. The 
value of exercise of this kind to the 
fleet canot be overestimated, and it is 
the intention of the Department to 
utilize the North Atlantic squadron as 
far as possible in drills and maneuvers, 
from the results of which data can be 
obtained as to the most _ effective 
anethod of using the fleet in time of 
war. 

The smaller ships of the squadron 
have been assigned in turn to active 
duty in connection with enforcing 
neutrality laws on the gulf coast and 
the coast of Georgia, Florida and the 
Carolinas. The work has been done 
with great vigilance and to the credit 
of the commanding officers. 

The Pacific squadron, Rear Admiral 
Miller commanding, consists of the 
Oregon (first rate,) Philadelphia (sec- 
ond rate,) flagship; Monterey ‘(second 
rate,) Monadnock (secand rate,) Ben- 
nington (third rate,) Wheeling (third 
rate,) Alert (third rate,) and Murietta 
(third ‘rate.) The Asiatic squadrons 
Rear Admiral McNair commanding, 
consists of the Olympia (first rate,) 
flagship; Boston (second rate,) York- 
town (third rate,) Monocacy (third 
rate,) Machias (third rate;) Petrel 
(fourth rate.) The Concord (third 
‘rate) and the Helena (third rate) have 
been ordered to join it. These vessels 
have been cruising on the coast of 
Asia wherever it was deemed advis- 
able to show our flag or look after 
Ametican interests, and «during the 
summer,all the ships, except the Mon+ 
ocacy, rendezvoused at Chefoo. 

The European squadron, Rear Ad- 
miral Selfridge commanding, comprises 
the San Francisco (second.rate,) flag- 
ship; Raleigh (second rate,) and Ban- 
croft (fourth rate,) and during the 
greater part of the past year has been 
engaged in protecting American inter- 
ests in the eastern part of the Mediter- 
ranean, where the unsettled condition 
of affairs, which finally resulted in the 
war between Turkey and Greece, made 
the presence of the fleet desirable. The 
South Atlantic squadron, Capt. Ches- 
ter commanding, consists of the Cin- 
cinnati (second rate) and the Castine 
(third rate.) 

In addition to the vessels in the 
squadrons there are the following: 
Apprentice training ships Essex (third 
rate,) Adams (third rate,) Alliance 
(third rate;) the gunnery school shin 
Amphitrite, the cadet practice shin 
Standish, the first-class cruisers Co- 
lumbia and Minneapolis in reserve, the 
Dolphin (third rate,) and Vicksburg 
(third rate,) unassigned; the Newport 
(third rate,) on special duty, and tor- 
pedo boats Porter, Du Pont, Cushing 
‘and Ericsson, on special service. 

The newly-completed flagship Brook- 
lyn was present at the jubilee com- 
memorating the sixticth anniversary 
of the coronation of Queen Victoria, 
and, with its officers, was cordially re- 
ceived as representing there our naval 
establishment and our national interest 
in the occasion. 

Secretary Long notes the application 
of electricity to various uses on war- 
ships, and states that he has ordered 
it substituted for steam power on 
the battleships Illinois ahd Alabama. | 

THE CONSTITUTION. 

In compliance with the request of 
the civil authorities in Massachusetts, 
the department ordered the frigate 
Constitution towed to Boston, to par- 
ticipate in the celebration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of her launch- 
ing on the 21st of October, 1797. Sec- 
retary Long says the widespread in- 
terest in this anniversary and the pa- 
triotic sentiment to which it. gave rise 


“throughout the country found fitting 


expression in the ceremonies consum- 
mated that day by the city of Boston 
in honor of this most gallant of the 
historic ships of the navy. In view of 
the affection with which, the people 
regard the Constitution, the department 
believes that it should be preserved 
and handed down to future genera- 
tions. It is therefore suggested that a 
sufficient appropriation be made to fit 
it for use as a training. ship. This 
would prevent it from passing off the 
list of the navy, and would keep alive 
the natriotic sentiment of which the old 
frigate has always been an inspiration. 
NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 

Some attention is paid to the prog- 
ress of naval construction abroad, and 
the most striking feature is said to be 
that of the Japanese government. She 
already ranks next to England and 
France in the extent of her nava! build- 
ing. She has added during the past 
year to her flect two first-class battle- 
ships, built in England, and her pro- 
gramme for the future will render her 
by the year 1902 the strongest naval 
power in the Pacific Ocean. It appears 
from the report of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks that today the most urgent 
need of the naval service is. an increase 
of dock facilities. Of the eleven gov- 
ernment docks—nine on the Atlantic 
and two on the Pacific ~Coast—three 
were designed to accommodate battle- 
ships of the first-class, one at New 
York, at Port Royal, S. and 
one at Bremerton, Wash., on . 
Sound. 

PACIFIC COAST. 8 

On the Pacific Coast there is but one 
dock of sufficient size to dock a modern 
battleship. This is on Puget Sound, 
900 miles from San Francisco. Access 
to it is through ‘a narrow channel 
twenty miles long, one side of which is 
in possession of a foreign country. 
This lack of docking faeilities shouid 
be remedied at the earliest possible 
moment. The necessity is- imperative. 
The department therefore appointed 
in August ldst a especial board to ex- 
‘amine the matter, a the valuable re- 


port made by it will be forwarded to

though less expensive than stone or 
concrete, are not durable. 
A plan for the. location of additional 
government docks, recommended by 
this board as a result of its investiga- 
tions,-is comprehensive and should be 
substantially carried out. When com- 
} pleted, it will give the necessary facil- 
ities demanded by the extensive coast 
line of our country. There are seven 
strategic divisions of our coast: First, 
from the Bay of Fundy to Cape Cod; 
thin from Cape Cod to Sandy Hook; 
th from. Sandy Hook to Cape 
Henry; fourth, from Cape Henry to 
Cape Sable: fifth, the coast line bor- 
dering on the Gulf of Mexico; sixth, 
the southern portion of ~ the Pacific 
Coast, and seventh, the northern por- 
tion. There should be docks and re- 
pair’ shops in each division, and these 
should be placed, as for as possible, at 
great commercialand industrial centers, 
not Only because workmen and mate- 
rial can be obtained more readily and 
more reasonably at such points, but 
also because such points require and 
will have from their importance to the 
country, a strong land defense; and, 
as the docks also require strong de- 
fense, one set of fortifications will 
cover both civil and military property. 
The department recommends that work 
on docks or dock improvements be be- 
gun at once at Boston, Portsmouth, 
N. H.; New York, League Island, Nor- 
folk, Port Royal and Algiers (New Or- 
leans,) and that at Mare Island the 
new first-class dock recommended by 
the board be provided as soon as the 
depth of water, which is now only 
twenty- feet, shall be increased, as it 
ought to be, to the proper extent. . 
‘International’ Dry Dock and 
Construction Company of New York 
proposes to construct and maintain a 
steel floating dry dock of the pattern 
recommended by the board, 550 feet 
long, of over 15,000 tons capacity, cost- 
ing $1,500,000, and to complete the same 
ready for service in nine months, if 
insured by. the government 6 per cent. 
interest on the amount invested for 
twenty years. For’ this’remuneration 
they propose, in addition, to allow the 
use of the dock for 100 days each year, 
and at their own expense to dock and 
discharge vessels of the government 
within that time. Their proposal in- 


cludes the free use and possession of. 


the dock by the United States for 100 
days each year in peace, and its entire 
use in war on terms to be mutually 
agreed upon, or, 
fixed by arbitration. Secretary Long 
says it is possible that the same thing 
can be done at San Francisco, where 
the low water at Mare Island is a pres- 
ent embarrassment in the way of con- 
structing. at the navy yard there a dock 
of sufficient. size for our largest vessel. 

The estimates for improvements sub- 
mitted by the commandants ‘of the 
navy yards to the Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks amount to more 
than $8,000,000. For the coming fiscal 
year the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair asks for improvements and re- 
pairs to the navy yards at Portsmouth, 
Boston, New York, League Island, 
Norfolk, Mare Island and Puget Sound 
to the extent of $50,000 each; the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering as follows:

ORDNANCE AND ARMOR. 

Progress has been made uhder the 
Bureau of Ordnance in arming our 
vessels in Keeping with their. increase 
in number. All the guns, 547 in num- 
ber, required for the main batteries of 
the modern ships of the navy have been 
completed except those for the five bat- 
tleships now under construction, and 
for the Hartford. These guns, how- 
ever, will be completed far in advance 
of the battleships. During the past 
year elighty-eight guns of various cali- 
bers, from four to thirteen inches four 
the main batteries of vessels, have 
been completed at the naval gun fac- 


manufacture. For secondary batteries 
for naval vessels the department has 
ordered 963 guns. One hundred three- 
inch field guns have been manufac- 
tured. The manufacture of 100 heavy 
one-pounder automatic quick-firing 
guns has been undertaken. A number 
of six-inch guns of ordinary type are 
under conversion into rapid-firinz 
guns. Contracts have been made dur- 
ing the past year for a quantity of 
common and armor-piercing shells for 
one-pounder and six-pounder guns, and 
for guns of from four to thirteen-inch 
caliber. - 


taining a reserve supply of guns and 
projectiles for naval vessels and for 
auxiliary cruisers; At the present time 
142 guns for this purpose are in pro- 
cess of manufacture, twelve of which 
are of large caliber, and 130 suitable 
for arming auxillary cruisers. This 
number will be sufficient to arm only 
twenty-one vessels with six guns each. 
It is deemed desirable by the depart- 
ment that this work should be steadily 
prosecuted. The board for the inspec- 
tion of merchant vessels has scheduled 
sixty vessels, and recommends bat- 
teries as follows: Forty-six six-inch, 
205 five-inch and 206 four-inch guns. 
There are now in process.of manufac- 
ture 41 six-inch, 40 five-inch and 49 
four-inch guns, leaving to be provided 
5 six-inch, 165 five-inch and 157 four- 
inch guns. 

During the past year the contract 
for armor for the Iowa was completed 
by the delivery of a. balance of 265 
tons. Since October 1, 1896, 2691 tons 
of armor for the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky have been delivered in install- 
ments as required by contract. There 
remain yet to be delivered 2876 tons. 
The total amount of armor delivered 
prior to, October 1, 1896, was 19,283 
tons, making the total amount of ar- 
mor contracted for in this country 
since this industry was domesticated, 
25,115 tons. 

ALASKA'S NEEDS. 

Authority is asked to purchase a suit- 
able tract of land contiguous to the 
waters of New York, where a maga- 
zine can be erected for our principal 
neval station there, and attention fs in- 
vited to the recommendation of the 
chief of the Bureau of Nevigation for 
the construction of a stern-wheel boat 
‘of light draft for patrol service on the 
Yukon River. It would essentially aid 
in securing a proper observance of the 
law in Alaska. The appropriation 
necessary for this purpose is estimated 
at $30,000, and as much more for the 
establishment of three small posts at 
different points on the river, and for 
providing a proper outfit for the offi- 
cers and men.

States. It should be said that of these 
petty officers and men a great number 
are of long seafaring experience, and 
have excellent and deserving records. 
NAVAL ACADEMY. 

The superintendent of the Naval 
Academy recommends, and the board 
of visitors concur with him, that the 
ultimate age of admission to the acad- 
emy be fixed at 18 years, instead of 20, 
as at present, in order to insure a 
more uniform age of oflicers @atering 
the service. . Under the present system 
graduates are sometimes nearly 26 
years of age at the time of leaving 
the academy, and are frequently out- 
ranked by those who are younger by 
four or five years. As a large percent- 
age of those who fail at the academy 
are over 18 when they enter it, this 
change would tend to lessen the ex- 
pense to which the government is put 
in maintaining and educating them 
from one to six years, only to find that 
they ultimately fail to pas» the re- 
quired examinations. 

Attention is invited to the unani- 
mous resolution of the board of visi- 
tors to the Naval Academy, in which 
“the board calis attention to the ob- 
vious fact that the irregular method 
of constructing buildings upon the 
academy grounds has been wasteful 
and unsatisfactory, and recommends 
that in future different construction 


obtain here, éspecially in conformity 
with the eneral plan previously 
adopted.,”’ he condition of many of 


the buildings at the academy is such 
as to make it desirable that Congress 
Should consider the question of their 
reconstruction. 

For -the. fiscal. year ending June 30, 
1897... a deficiency appropriation of 
$200,000 was . made, and a similar 
amount will be needed for the cur- 
rent year. It is therefore asked that 
a sufficient appropriation be made at 
the coming session of Congress’. to 
avoid the necessity of a deficiency; and 
the estimates of this bureau for the 
next fiscal year are increased by $275,- 
000 over the appropriations for the cur- 
rent year. 

The Judge-Advocate-General makes 
a number of recommendations, includ- 
ing the following: That power be 
Ziven the Secretary of the Navy to 
remove the charge of desertion; legis- 
lation authorizing naval courts to cer- 
iifv cases of. contempt to nearest 
United States courts; e.uthorizing the 
return to the naval pension fund of 
all pensions deducted wvcecause of resi- 
dence in the naval home at  Phila- 
delphia; changes in classification of 
vessels, and method of payment for 
trial trips. 


MARINES AND MILITIA. 


The report of the colonel command- 
ant of the Marine Corps recommends 
the authorization of additional en- 
listments. Five hundred men were 
added two years ago, but the rapid 
increase of naval vessels and the ad- 
flition of two more 
which have been established—one at 
Puget Sound Naval Station, Wash.; 
and one at Pensacola, Fla.—are the 
reasons for this recommendation. The 
work of the war college is indorsed, 
and some attention is paid to the naval 
militia. The appropriation of $50,000 
for this, after 
books of instruction, allotted 
among fifteen States: assachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connestrcut, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Louisiana, California, Illinois, 
Michigan and Ohio. The State of Ohio 
organized a naval militia during the 
past year, and was :nctuded fer the 
first time in the naval allotment. T[lli- 
nois has mustered in four divisions, 
and will share in the next allotment. 
Virginia has organized one division, 
but it has not yet been formally mus- 
tered in. This makes a total at the 
present time of seventeen ‘States hay- 
ing naval militia organizations. 

During the past surn:ner the Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy personally 
visited and inspected the naval militia 
of Ohio, Michigan, Illinois and New 
York in their annual encampments, and 
in his report to the department states 


zeal and efficiency shown by the differ- 
ent organizations. The different bat- 
talions all had a tour of duty on board 
the vessels of the navy during the 
past summer, except those of North 
Carolina and South Carolina. 

Demand is continually made by the 
naval militia for old vesséls, and re- 
cently the Yantic has been sent to the 
lakes for the use of the Michigan or- 
franization. The supply of ol4 wceoden 
vessels is practically exhausted, and 
the department has tried the experi- 
ment of loaning monitors, but the re- 
sults have not so far been very satis- 
factory> as monitors are poor ships for 
cruising. or for use as barracks. 

Secretary Long says: 
sum ‘is appropriated for the mainte- 
nance and care of the naval militia, 
and this sum becomes smaller for each 
division from year to year, inasmuch 
as the number of organizations con- 
tinually increases. The department is 
therefore not able to drill and super- 
vise these organizations as it would like 
to do, and they must be left largely to

“The department recOmmends that 
there be inserted in the provision for 
the maintenance of the naval militia 
the words ‘submarine mining outfits,’ 
to admit of training the militia for this 
purpose. Plans have been formulated 
with a view to establishing coast sig- 
nal stations for naval defense, and it 
ie believed that the life-saving = sta- 
tions—with the consent of the Treas- 
ury Department—should be properly 
equipped for this purpose.” 

NAVAL WAR RECORDS. 

Since the last annual report the de- 
partment has published and distributed 
the fourth and fifth volumes of the 
official records of the Union and Con- 
federate navies in the war of the re- 
béllion. The sixth volume is now in 
the hands of the printer. The recom- 
mendation for the reorganization of 
this office, based on the plan pursued 
in the publication-of the records of the 
war of the rebellion, is renewed. 

PERSONNEL AND SHIPS. 

The report closes with praise for the 
high character and patriotic spirit of 
the personnel of the navy and a recom- 
mendation that no limit be placed o 
the number of apprentices admitted t 
training. Of the increase in the navy 
which, Sécretary Long says, is de- 
manded by the dé€clarations cf the 
people, it is the opinion of the depart- 

ent the time has now come when 
that increase should be on adjunctory 
lines in order to bring our naval facil- 
ities up to the same line of advance. 
The principal need today is that cf 
sufficient docks, of Which there is a de- 
plorable lack; of adequate supplies of 
the munitions of war, which should 
never be at the hand-to-mouth stage; 
of an equipment of our navy yards 
equal to the demand upon them of the 
increased number of ouf ships; and of 
an enlarged corps of officers and men 
to do the work. . 

“Additions to our fleet may. be here- 
after necessary,” says. the Secretary, 
“to bring it in case of emergency to an 
extent commensurate with the growing 
necessities of the country, especially in 
view of the dévelopment'of Alaska, 
which is a continent in itself, and of 
the possible annexation’ of islands in 
the Pacific. On the other hand, it isa 
mistake not to recognize that our na- 
val power has more than doubled 
within the last few years; that the 
case of any .emergency beyond our 
present resources is the very rare 
case; that until it comes ships will be 
gradually taken out of commission and 
put into reserve in order to reduce 
running expenses; and that a. due re- 
gard is necessary to the relation of the 
national expenditures to the national 
revenues. The department therefore 
recommends that the authorization of 
new ships by the coming Congress be 
limited to one battleship for the Pa- 
cific. Coast, where, after the five now 
under construction are completed, 
there will be only two, while on the 
Atlantic there will be seven; and also 
to a few torpedo boats and _ torpedo- 
boat destroyers, both of which are 
comparatively of little cost, and more

THE PRESIDENT. 


Recetves the Retiring French Am- 
bassador and Meets the Cabinet. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—It has 
come to be understood, apparently, 
that the President is too busily en- 
caged with the matters that he must 
bring to the attention of Congress to 
devote time to the consideration of 
candidates for public offices, so th's 
morning there was only one  Con- 

cressional, caller. 

Secretary Sherman came over to the 
White House from the Siate Depart- 
ment, accompanied by the French 
Ambassador, M. Patenotre, with the 
secretary of embassy, M. Thicbault. 
The party Was shown into the blue 
parlor. where President McKinley 
waited by appointment, and the Am- 
bassador presented his tettera of recall. 
He made a epeech expressing his re- 
gxret at the termination of his pleasant 
Official relations with the authoritics 
here, and the President in turn made 
2 few remarks in the same strain. M, 
Patenotre goes to Madrid to assume 
the position of Ambassador there, and 
will be succeeded. here in a few weeks 
by M. Cabon, the former Governor 
of Algeria. 

The Cabinet meeting called torether 
all the members of the Presidential 
family, and lasted fully half an hour 
longer than usual. Notwithstanding 
this, it was said the proceedings were 
of a routine nature, and that Cuban 
affairs were not touched upon beyond 
a congratulatory reference to the fact, 
reported io the State Department, that 
the last of the Americans who have 
been held prisoners in Cuba has been 
in the person of Luis Some- 


The President has not finally com- 
pleted his message to Congress. The 
matter is, however, in such shape that 
it can be put in form for the printer at 
a day’s notice but this notice has not 
yet been given, and the Cabinet con- 
sumed most of the time of the day's 
Session going over once more certain 
portions of the document. One of these 
portions was the very first chapter of 
treating of the foreign 
relations of our government. 

It is the intention of the President 
to devote much attention in his mes- 
Sage to the subject of trade relations 
and reciprocity, so that. there was 
some tolk today respecing the positions 
assumed by.the great European sugar- 
producing countries, that the laying 
of a countervailing duty on sugar to 
offset the home-paid bounty amounts 
to unjust discrimination. Tt is certain 
that the arrangement of the reciprocal] 
agreements under the tariff law which 
Congress directed should he prepared 
as speedily as may bo is retarded hy 
considerations growing out of the 
bounty questions. 


UPROAR, NOT OPERA. 


WHAT THE AUDIENCE GOT AT A 
CHICAGO THEATER. 


Boston Lyric Siccek Company Does 
not Play the Bohemian Girl, 
but Striking Stage Hands Go 
Through a Little Scene. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—The audience 
at the Great Northern Theater tonight 
narrowly missed being entertained by 
a riot of stage hands, actors and ac- 
tresses, instead of the ‘Bohemian 
Girl,” which was the opera billed for 
the performance. The trouble was 
caused by a strike of stage hands and 
electricians. 

After a delay of half an hour the cur- 
tain rose, with all the members ofthe 
Boston Lyric Stock Company in opera 
costume, grouped about the stage sur- 
rounding their manager, W. A. Thomp- 
son, who appeared with top coat, hat 
and stick. striking employés 
gathered about the theater door, ap- 
parently ready for trouble. 

Thompson, in a bitter speech, de- 
nounced Manager David Henderson of 
the Great Northern Theater, declaring 
he had treated the company “most 
shamefully,” and announced that the 
play could not go on. He called for 
the strikers to come upon the stage, 
and they yelled back that the _ police 
had been called in and would arrest 
them if they made such a move. The 
audience began to rush for the docrs, 
fearing serious trouble, but the opera 
company quieted fears by singing 
“Auld Lang Syne,” and giving three 
times three for Manager Thompson. 

Mr. Henderson in an interview after 
the occurrence declared that the diffi- 
culty resulted from his cancellation of 
the stock company’s engagement. He 
charged the company with incompe- 
tency, and asserted that Thompson 
had secured the engagement by false 
representations. He said that the strike 
was the result of an attempt of Thomp- 
son to stir up trouble in an effort to 
secure control of the theater. Hender- 
son’s statements were emphatically de- 
nied by the opera people, who declared 
that financial difficulty on the part of 
the theater management was at the 
bottom of the trouble. 


EXPLOSIVE EXPLODES. 


Sixty Quarts of Nitrogiycerin Blow 
Up at Chesterfield, Ind. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHESTERFIELD (Ind.,) Nov. 26.— 
An explosion of sixty quarts of nitro- 
glycerin occurred one mile west of this 
city at 9:10 o’clock last night. The ex- 
plosive was placed in a large zine tub, 
located at the end of a steam exhaust 
pipe for the purpose of thawing out 
the mixture. Drillers Haney and Mc- 
Guire had narrow escapes. They were 
standing within thirty feet of the scene 
of the accident and were huricd twenty 
feet by the force of the explosion, but 
with the exception of a few bruises 
they escaped unhurt. Persons one 
mile away were lifted from their feet 
by the concussion, and the jar was per- 
ceptibly felt for ten miles. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ANDERSONVILLE (Ind.,) Nov. 26.— 
Chesterfield, Ind., was almost wiped off 
the map at an early hour this morning 
by the explosion cf sixty quarts of 


nitroglycerin in an open field a half 


mile from the town. 

Two men were working at a gas well 
near by when the explosion occurred. 
One was thrown fifty feet, but not 
fatally injured. Another was thrown 
a hundred feet in the air and badly in- 
jured, btit will recover. James Gold's 
house, 300 rcds distant, was torn to 
pieces. The expiosion tore a hole in the 
ground down to the waterline. A 
three-ton engine was torn to frag- 
ments, and every animal in the neigh- 
borhood was killed instantly. 

The little town of Chesterfield is a 
mass of ruins. Every house was moved 
from its foundations, windows shat- 
tered, doors smashed in, every light 
put out and the plastering shaken 
from the welis. Several pecpls were 
shaken out of bed. 

At Dalesville, two miles away, and 
at Yorktown, five miles distant. the 
damage Was almost as great. Many 
people were injured, and it is a miracle 
that none were killed outright. The 
jar of the explosion was felt for fif- 
teen miles in all directions. The gas 
in. the well was blown out, and a work- 
man named Cooper lighted it and 
caused another explosion, in which he 
was fatally burned... The damage can- 
not be estimated

SCHEURER-KESINER LAUDED. 


ME CLUTCHED THE TRUTII AND 
NOW DEMANDS JUSTICE, 


“Sublime Silence” for Three Weeks 
While He Walted for the Gov- 
ernment to Act—Nothing 
Can Now Stop Him, 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26— A dispatch 
to the World from Paris gives in detail 
the letter written by Emile Zola, the 
French author, in behalf cf M. brey- 
fus. The World says: 

“All the world is ringing with the 
Dreyfus case. It Is the one subject cis- 
cussed everywhere. it scems certain 
that the whole subject wil! soon be re- 
opened, and the case retried. Zola does 
not champion Dreyfus's cause directly. 
He eulogizes M. Scheurer-Kestner. a 
Vice-President of the French Senate, 
who lately had asserted that he is 
positive that Dreyfus Is innocent, and 
that an awful mistake has been made 
in branding him as a traitor and sen- 
tencing him to prison for life on Dev- 


“What a thrilling drama! .What 
magnificent characters! in the pres- 
ence of the beauty cf these characters, 
furnished by real life, my novelist's 
heart leaped in my bosom with passion- 
ate admiration. I know of nothing in 
the whole range of psychology which 
is on a higher lever. I have no inten- 
tion of speaking of the affair itsclf. If 
circumstances have allowed me to 
study it and to come to a formal con- 
clusion, I d® not forget that an inves- 
tigation has been opened; that couris 
have taken cognizance of the matter, 
and that the honest thing to do is to 
wait, without adding to the mass cf 
wretched gossip which has obscured 
an affair in itse[f so simple and so 
clear. 

"But from now these personages 
belong to me—to me, simply a looker- 
on in life who keeps his eyes open, and 
if the condemned cof years, if the ac- 
cused of the present time are to me 


the third great character in this drama 
cannot suffer from the effect if one 
speaks one's mind honestly and 
bravely concerning him. 

“ ‘This is what I have seen of Scheu- 
rer-Kestner, what I think and what 
I believe. Some day; perhaps, circum- 
stances permitting, I may speak cf 
the two others. A life as clear as 2 
crystal, as straightforward, as loyal! as‘ 
can be; not a stain, not the slightest 
moment of weakness. An unchanging 
opinion faithfully followed. Without. 
restless ambition; with an exalted po- 
litical positon, due alone to the re- 
spectful sympathy of his) equals. 
Withal, not a dreamer or a theorist. A 
manufacturer who has lived in his 
laboratory, devoting time to special 
study without ccunting the daily cares 
of a great business house under his 
core; let me add, large fortune, wealth, 
honcrs, happiness, the crowning of a 
noble life entirely given up to work and 
faith: nothing to desire except to make 
a proper ending. So much for the man 
about to take part in the most tragic 
and absorbing of dramas. 

“‘One day a doubt enters his mind.’ 
a doubt that was in the air and had 
already troubled more than one con- 
science. <A court-mortiel had found 
guilty of treason a captain who, per- 
haps, is innocent. The punishment has 
been terrible—degradation in public. 
confinement in a distant locality, a’! 
the execration of o nation wreaking 
its rage to destroy a wretch at its fect. 
Rut if he were innocent—great Col, 
what a shudder of unbounded pity: 
what a cdld shiver of horror at the 
thought that there was no reparation 
possible. 

“‘Doubt arose in the mind of M. 
Scheurer-Kestner at ones, as he h'm- 
self had told us. It tormented him, 
haunted him, haunted him as new facis 
were brought to his netice from time 
to time. His was a sclid and logical 
brain, which gradually became over- 
powered by the insatiable desire to 
learn the truth. M. Echeurer-Kesiner 
at last held a certainty. He knew the 
truth, and determincd to see justice 
done. That was the critical moment 
for a mind like his. I can imagine 
what that minute of anguish must 
have been. He well knew the storm he 
would raise. 

“ ‘But truth and justice are above all. 
They alone assure the greatness of na- 
tions. It may be that political inter- 
ests can obscure them for a t:me, but 
every nation which does not base its 
existence upon them is a people con- 
demned at the bar of public opinion. 
The idea of M. Scheurer-Kestner while 
doing this work was to keep out cf 
sight. He had decided to say to the 
government: ‘Here are the facts; take 
the matter in hand, so that you your- 
self may have the merit of being just 
by repairing an errcr.”’ 

‘“*The outcome of every act of jus- 


tice is a triumph. Circumstances to 
which I do not wish to allude at the 


present time prevented.the Ministers 
from listening to him. From that mo-. 
ment he knew no peace. It had been 
said that he clutched the truth, and 
can he who holds it without proctaim- 
ing be other than a public enemy?

CASTLE AT THE CITY OF GRIEF. 

The Populistic statesman who repre- 
sents the Seventh Congress District of 
California, and Castle is his name, has 
been down to the City of Grief—other- 
wise known on the map as San Diego— 
“uttering his alleged thoughts on the 
subject of harbor and such small 
matters. He skirmishes around his 
subject with considerable smoothness, 
and from appearatices was “nxious 
free his mind te the anxious S. B. 
citizens without saying anything; but 
one ponderous thought that he did 
utter was that “the natural harbors 
should be improved first, and he con- 
sidered San Diego a natural harbor, 
while San Pedro, in his judgment, was 
artificial.” Of course, if Statesman 
Castle concludes that San Diego has a 
natural harbor that settles it; it has, for 
whatever Castle thinks goes—in the City 
of Grief. It makes no difference to 
Castle where commerce is or where it 
is likely to pile up in the future. All 
he needs to know is that somewhere 
there is a natural harbor, and all the 
other places on the water front must 
stand aside and get off the earth. If 
eommerce is so foolish as to wish to 
go to some other point than te an ob- 
scure place which has a natural harbor, 
then so much the worse for commerce. 
Castle cannot be expected to intervene 
and improve on the work of the Al- 
mighty. 

It does not appear to concern this 
Populistic statesman, who was pried 
out of obscurity in the last campaign, 
that at San Pedro is centered the com- 
merce of the metropolis of Southern 
California, and that already the gov- 
ernment of the United States has ex- 
pended nearly $1,000,000 in improving 
the inner harbor at that poift; it does 
not concern him that three several 
boards of engineers ‘have said that the 
construction of a deep-sea harbor at 
that place is not only desirable as a 
harbor for commerce but as a harbor 
of refuge, and that Congress has, after 
long discussion, appropriated $2,900,000 
for the construction of a breakwater. 
Castle disagrees with the people of this 
section, he disagrees with the experts, 
and he disagrees with Congress. God 
Almighty has located a harbor 120 
miles from Los Angeles, and Castle 
thinks, seemingly, that had it been tne 
fivine will that a breakwater should 
have been located at San Pedro it 
would have been planned and carried 
out at the time of the creation. 

Of course Castle will not cut any 
more figure at Washington, either in 
advancing or retarding the harbor 
tause at San Pedro, than would a mule 
with a paint-brush tail; but that does 
hot prevent his filling up the credulous 
people of San Diego with ideas of his 
‘mportance and potentiality as a stat¢s- 
man. That community, which has 
been favored with men of wind, finds 
Castle just about the caper, and will 
doubtless plume itself pon his out- 
givings and keep on nursing the for- 
lorn hope that it will be able to de- 
feat the work planned by Congress 
and the Walker board of experts for 
constructing our deep-sea harbor. But 
It will fail, and the Castle person will 
fail in “doing up” this great enter- 
prise. San Diego may rave and roar 
and send its Mayor to Washington on 
a backcapping expedition against the 
best interests of the country in gen- 
eral and this section in particular, but 
it will have its labor for its pains. 
The harbor at San Pedro is an assured 
fact now, and has been for more than 
forty years, and its improvement is as 
certain as thatthe sun shines or water 
runs down hill. San Diego should tie 
B rag over its sores, and Castle slrould 
cover up his ears if he can find a cov- 
ering big enough.

“BIG MAN LOST.” 
Under the above startling headline 
the erratic and peculiar, but always 
noisy and aggressive, Evening Record 


of this city yesterday published the 
following: 


“With the rays cf the noonday sun 
beating down upon his snow-white 
head, Lionel A. Sheldon, ex-Repub- 
lican Member of Congress from Ohio 
and ex-Governor of the Territory of 
New Mexico, the personal friend of 
Ulysses 8S. Grant, James G. Blaine, 
James G. Garfield and William VMcKin- 
ley, today explained to several hundred 
persons from the steps of the Silver 
Republican Club why he had decided to 
in future cast ‘his political lot with 
old-time enemies. 

“Gov. Sheldon’s new leanings have 
been known for several months. To- 
day was, however, his first public ap- 


“pearance as a Silver Republican, and

He was in favor of an in- 
come and inheritance tax, and he be- 
lieved in bimetallism.” 

It is evident from the foregoing that 
a man is “lost;” but the consensus of 
opinion in Republican circles is that 
there will be no general or concerted 
attempt to find him, and that he never 
will be missed. It is recorded of a 
certain untutored son of the forest, to 
wit, an “Injun,” that he: loudly de- 
clared, once upon a time, “Injun no 
lost—wigwam lost!””

tells Attorney—No Further Pro- 
cedings Until Monday 
Evening. 


Two more important witnesses gave 
their testimony last evening in the in- 
vestigation of the Board of Education 
scandal. Their evidence gave con- 
vincing corroboration to the -testimony 
which has already been made public. 

T. J. Phillips, principal of the Sen- 
tous-street school, related the attempt 
to hold him up for one month’s salary, 
as the price of his reappointment. In 
the main he gave only the story al- 
ready told in his affidavit, but many 
details were brought out lending addi- 
tional force and _ significance to his 
original statement. 

Mark Keppel, principal of the Union- 
avenue school, also repeated the facts 
Set forth in his affidavit, relating Ax- 
tell’s demand upon him for $120, and 
the conversations which occurred. In 
addition he testified that on November 


10, after that affidavit had been made, | 


Axtell admitted to him the receipt of 
the $60 extorted from Cooper, and Ax- 
tell further declared that the muney 
went to Adams, whom Axtell was rep- 
resenting. Keppel’s testimony was di- 
rect and unhesitating, and was cor- 
roborative in many details of that 
given by previous witnesses. 

Poor took occasion to make a state- 
ment of his position, declaring em- 
phatically that he had had no part 
in the blackmailing conspiracy, and 
that he desired that it be probed to 
the bottom. 

The cross-examination of ' Prof. 
Phillips by Frank F. Davis, Axtell’s 
attorney, was much more suggestive 
of the methods of a police court shy- 
ster than of a lawyer desirous of elicit- 
ing the material] facts of the case. For 
nearly an hour he bullied and brow- 
beat the witness, and indulged in gal- 
lery plays to the spectators. Prof. 
Phillips proved apt at retort, however, 
and his testimony unshaken. 
Davis’s style of cross-examination 
finally called out a sharp criticism 
from Judge Phillips, one of the repre- 
sentatives of the League for Pure City 
Government. 

The direct examination was con- 
ducted as usual by T. E. Gibbon, rep- 
resenting the Better City Government 
League. 

Hitherto the hour of adjournment has: 
been fixed at 9:30 o’clock. On motion 
bv Webb the limit was cnanged to 10:30 
o'clock. 

Webb then moved that after the af- 
fidavits before the board, and such 
other evidence as the prosecution may 
offer. have been disposed of, all the 
school principles shall be asked to ap- 
pear and give their testimony. In 
support of his motion he said that 
the charges made threw suspicion on 
every member of the board>-and. the 
integrity of each had _ be *im- 
pugned” by the press. He ‘declared 
that’ the majority members @id not 
fear investigation, as had been as- 
serted. | 

Some discussion ensued. Webb's 
generous disposition to share equally 
with all his colleagues the suspicions 
that have been directed against him- 
self met with a cold reception. It 
was pointed out that the only subject 
of investigation now before the board 
is the eharge against Axtell, as it was 
agreed that this should first be dis- 
pesed of before other charges are taken 
up. It was therefore argued that 
Webb’s motion, at the present time, 
was out of place. : 

On the roll call the motion was lost 
bv a tie vote, four to four. As usual, 
Adams, McInerny, Poor and Webb 
lined up together, shoulder to shoulder. 

Poor then rose to a question of spe- 
cial privilege, and read the following 
statement: 


POOR DEFINES HIS POSITION. 


Owing to the continued misrepresen- 
tations of my position in this matter in 
certain quarters, I deem it a duty 
which I owe to myself, to my friends, 
to my constituents in the First Ward, 
and to the public that I make my po- 
sition clear, and in words that cannot 
be misunderstood. I do not intend, in 
moking this statement, to in any man- 
ner appear as one who “speaks to the 
gsallery;” for if there is any person 
whom I heartily détest it is a man 
holding a public position, who, for ef- 
aly talks to or poses before “the gal- 
ery.” 

On Saturday morning after the state- 
ment and aflidavits which we are now 
considering were placed in the hands 
of the secretary of the board, and be- 
fore any official action by the board 
had been taken thereon, I went to Mr. 
Adams and, in the presence of others, 
told him in unmistakable languaoge 
that if any one of the statements con- 
cerning him eontained in those affi- 
davits was proven to be true he need 
expect no sympathy or consideration 
from me. 

On the evening of the same day, ba- 
ing the first time that I saw Mr, Axtell 
after these affidavits had been filed, I 
made to him also a similar statement In 
the presence of witnesses. 

At the meeting of this board held 
on last Saturday morning, I presented 
a resolution for adoption by the board, 
calling for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate these charges. As 
you know, that resolution was adopted, 
not, however, without opposition; and 
the president appointed myself as 
chairman, with Mr. Webb. and Mr. 
Braly as the other two members, At 
that time I believed. and still believe, ° 
that the proper and most expeditious 
way in which this whole matter could 
be investigated was through a commit- 
tee: but the public seemed to think 
otherwise, and as Mr. Braly refused to. 
act, Mr. Webb and myself were only 
too glad to be relieved of the arduous 
task and great responsibility of taking 
this testimony and making this in- 
vestigation; and it was with no regret 
whatever that at the next meeting of 
the board we offered the resolution 
which led to the discharge of the com- 
mittee and the placing of the investi- 
gation in the hands of the whole boerd. 

As you well know, the investigation 


which that committee was authorized, 


to make was immediately proceeded 
with, and on Saturday evening the 
most important witness, Mr. Cooper, 
was examined before two members of 
that committee, a majority: of the 
members of this board being also pres- 
ent in the room. You may readily see 
that I, as chairman of that committee, 
had no time to specially prepare my- 
self for that examination during the 
few short hours which intervened De- 
tween the appointment of the commit- 
tee and the commencement of its 
work, especially as the affidavits re- 
ferred to remained in the possession of 
the clerk of the board. I am not an 
attorney, learned in the law, nor in the 
modes of conducting a lega] examina- 
tion. I hever examined a witness be- 


were omitted by me it was because of 
lack of knowledge, antl net from any 
desire to withhold or cover up any of 
the material points In the affidavit. 
And I submit to you, gentlemen, that 
the examination of Mr. Cooper which 
was had last Wednesday before this 
board differed in no material degree 
from that which was held before the 
committee, except in one instance. And 
if any person whatever desires to sat- 
isfy himself of the truth of this state- 
ment he is at liberty to. inspect the 
transcript of that testimony as taken 
| before the committee, which is now on 
file with the secretary of the Board of 
Education, and judge for himself 
whether or not the committee endeav- 
ored’ to condugt a one-sided exarmina- 
tion in favor of the accused 6fF not. 

In the examination of Mr. Bonebrake 
before this board on Tuesday evenihg, 
he testified that at the first interview 
he had with me relative to the retain- 
ing of his position as prihcipal of the 
Hellman-street school, I sent him to 
Mr. Adams. At the corelusion of that 
testimony I made a statement to this 
board showing that I intended to re- 
fer Mr. Bonebrake to Dr. Mathis, and 
not to-Mr. Adams. It, is not, thetre- 
fore, necessary for me heté to repeat 
that statement in detail. r. Bone- 
brake in the course of his tekti- 
money stated that he had suspiciotis 
that there were other members of this 
board who were, as he, sald, inter- 
ested in the scheme to hold him up for 
a month’s salary. The nares of those 
members he refused to divuldge. That 
testimony and that refusal Have cast 
a suspicion on every membér of this 
board. Mr. Bonebrake. is now. beyond 
the call of this board and that sus+ 
picion will not be cleared up, so far 
as he is concerned. But, gentlemen, 
since that statement was madé I have 
heard, through a second party, that 
Mr. Bonebrake has told the namé that 
he refused to tell to this board, and I 
have it from the person to whom he 
told it. Gentlemen, Mr.. Bonhebrake re- 
ferred to me, and it was my fiame that 
he declined to mention in his testi- 
mony.. If Mr. Bonebrake had visited 
Mr. Adams, as he testified, and by Mr. 
Adams was referred to . Axtell, 
and by Mr. Axtell told that it .would 
take a month’s salary in order that 
he might retain a position tinder this 
board, and then had gone back to Mr. 
Adams, and by Mr, Adams been re- 
ferred to me, and if I all unwittingly 
sent him back to Mr. Adams, I do not 
blame him in the least for suspecting 
that I was mixed up in the attempt to 
extort blackmail from him, if I was a 
guilty man. But, gentlemen, I Wish 
to state that if, at the time Mr. Bone- 
brake interviewed me, I had had the 
least suspicion that there had been 
any attempt to extort money from him, 
or to extort money from any other 
teacher or employé of this board, this 
investigation would have occitrred last 
July, and my name would have been 
Signed to the charges or the statement 
or whatever else you may call it (for 
it smells as sweet by any other name,) 
which is now being investigated; and 
instead of taking a vacation during the 
summ this board would probably 
have had its hands full with an inves- 
tigation. 

I consider that the gentléthen who 
have made these affidavits which are 
now before us have not dealt fairly, to 
sav the least. with the members of this 
beard in withholding this testimony 
until this late day; for they should 
have immediately brought it to our at- 
tention. 

At or near the conclusion of Mr. 
Bonebrake’s examination, Mr. Conrey 
asked me a question which was, in ef- 
fect, whether or not I had presented 
to the Teachers’ Committee and dis- 
cussed with them the changes which 
I desired made in the schools of the 
First Ward. My answer to this ques- 
lion was “that I thought I had.” I 
am now able to answer that question 
in a positive manner. The Teachers’ 
Committee, in preparing its report, 
held several executive sessfons, as I 
understand it. At one of these ses- 
sions, all the. members being present, 
Mr. Conrey, as chairman, r. Bart- 
lets and Mr. Webb being the other 
two, members, I was asked to appear 
and make my report. I did so, and 
discussed nat only the change which I 
desired made in the principalship of 
the Hellman-street scnooy, but several 
other matters connected with the ap- 
pointment of teachers Which are not 
now pertinent. So the Teachers’ Com- 
mittee had full knowledge of the 
changes which I desirea made in the 
principalship of the Heilman-street 
school. 

In conclusion, I wish to state that I 
have no desire to shield any guilty 
man, be he employé or member of this 
board, and I contend that my actions 
from first to last in this whole matter 
have been open and above board on 
the side of right and justice. While 
I am not willing to shtetd the gullty 
man, I am not willing to punish the 
innocent, nor to condemn @& man wun- 
heard and undefended. I have nothing 
to fear and nothing to hide of my offi- 
cial acts since I have been & member 
of this board, and stand here as one 
who is anxious that a full and complete 
investigation of these matters be had 
by this board atethis time, and that 
nothing be hid from the public which 
they are entitled and desire to know. 
I shall stay with this investigation as 
long as my health will perinit, and 
shall not be absent from a single 
meeting when it is possible for me to 
attend, and will not be the first one to 
call a halt. There is no member of 
this board who is more anxious to 
punish the guilty or acquit the inno- 
cent than I am, and my future actions 
as a member. of this investigating 
board will show to the public that I 
stand for the right, no matter who 
may suffer. 

TESTIMONY OF PROF. PHILLIPS. 


Prof. T. J. Phillips, principal of the 
Sentous-street school, was the first 
witness. His testimony was in sub- 
stance as follows: 

One Saturday evening about two 
weeks before the close of: school in 
June last witness met Axtell at a so- 
cial function, and having heard that 
his position as principal was in danger, 
witness asked Axtell: “How do I 
stand with the members of the school 
board?” Axtell replied that he didn’t 
know, but he had heard some things 
he did not like. He said some one else 
was after the place. Witness asked 
‘“‘what he could do to forestall the 
other fellow.” Axtell replied: “I will 
tell you, but when I do it I put myself 
in your power. You thad better see 
Adams.” Witness asked why he should 
see Adams, who was not from his 
ward. “You had better see Adams 
right away, tomorrow morning; I will 
see him in the mean time.” : 

On the following Monday Axtell 
called at the school, and had an inter- 
view with Cooper, the janitor, who 
was mulcted out of $65. As they fin- 
ally came out of the office half an hour 
later, Axtell said to the withess. “I 
have attended to that case, and I will 
attend to yours next.” 

Axtell then asked whether’ witness 
had seen Adams. Receiving a negative 
reply, he said: “It can be fixed; you 
can have your position.” 

Witness asked how, and Axtell re- 
Plied: “By payment of one mopth’s sal- 
ary.” |

“No; I only wish I had. I was too 
indignant to ask anything.” 

Prof. Phillips refused to pay any 
blackmail. He went to. Superintendent 
Foshay and teld him that an attempt 
had been made to held him up. Foshay 
showed no disposition to investigate 
the matter, though he advised witness 
not to submit te blackmail. 

Witness related a conversation with 
Cooper, in which the latter told how 
he had been compelled to pay $65 to 
hold his job. Witness also told of an 
interview with Prof. Latham, to whom 
Adams offered Phillips’s position. When 
Latham eaid he did net know it was 


The witness was asked: “Did you ask’ 


pretty well.” 
The cross-examination by Frank Da- 
¥is. which ensued was tedious in the 
extreme. The attorney ddvoted much 
yvalliable time to puerile efforts to en- 
fap the witness into contradictions, 
a to elicit laughter from the spec- 
tors. The laugh was more than once 
turtied against Davis by the sharp re- 
torts of the witness. — 
Upon the rediréct examination wit- 
hess said that he expected that Su- 
perintendent Foshay would bring the 
matter before the board, but as he did 
hot witness concluded to wait for more 
evidence of the conspiracy than_ his 
owh case afforded. He was confident 
t Would be forthcoming, and he 
thought ‘a general house-cleaning 
Would be better than a partial one. 
He knew there were other victims, and 
ét the impression from his talk with 
xtell that it was “a case of boodle. 


PROF. KEPPEL’S STATEMENT. 


Mark Keppel, principal of the Union- 
avenue 1, proved an excellent wit- 
fie8s. His testimony was a repetition 
of the facts related in his affidavit, 
With the addition of some subsequent 
developments. 

Keppel was approached by Ax- 
tell about the last of May, and was 
old that he would lose his position 
tunléss he paid for it. Witness refused 
té submit to the extortion, but finally 
coligented to “see Adams,” as Axtell 
unre upon him. The week before the 
School election witness called at the 
board rooms, and asked Adams again 
how he could retain his position. 

Adams seemed uneasy, shifted his 
position once or twice and finally said: 
“Bee Axtell—he has superior sources 
of. information.”’ 

Witness went to Axtell, who informed 
him that he must pay one month’s 
salary, $120. Witness asked if he was 
thé only one compelled to pay. Axtell 

lied: “I tell you what I wouldn’t 
tell any one else—there are others.” 
Prof. Keppel was very indignant, 
but finally concluded to pay the money, 
ana he borrowed $100 for the purpose. 

ter further conversation with Axtell 
and with teachers who had been ap- 
proached, Prof. Keppel finally deter- 
mined nct to submit to the demand 
made upon him. He so notified Axtell. 
ADMISSIONS MADE BY AXTELL. 

The most important part of the wit- 
fiess’s testimony, because not covered 
by his affidavit, related to an inter- 
view which he had on November 10 
With Axtell. Witness told Axtell that 
Prof. Phillips, Prof. Bonebrake and 
himself had been before the grand jury. 
“Axtell was evidently much worried 
and seemed to be affected very se- 
rously..Hé said it would ruin him. f 

he was ruined already, and that 
the only thing for him to do was to 
go to Mr. Conrey and make a clean 
east of the wholé truth. I asked him 
whether he received the money paid by 
Cooper to Pitman. He said ‘Yes.’ I said 
‘To .whom did you give it?? He re- 
lied: ‘To the party whom I represent.’ 
asked him whom he represented, and 
he said ‘Adams.’ ”’ 

Webb asked the witness some ques- 

tions, but elicited nothing material. 
NO SESSION TONIGHT. 

There will be no session this even- 
ing. Mr. Gibbon announced that he 
would not be ready to proceed with 
the Investigation until Monday even- 
ing; and intimated that’ some sensa- 
tional evidence might be expected then. 

An adjournment was accordingly 
taken till Monday evening, . despite 
sbme objections from Webb, Poor and 
Adams.

STARTLING RUMOR COMES FROM 
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THE LAGOS HINTERLAND. 


Natives Say That a Oollision Has 
Taken: Place Between Fretich 
and Bftitish Troops — Trouble 
Over Disputed Territory.

A disp&tch to the Frankfort Zele 
tung from Rome reports that a san- 
Suinary conflict has taken place be- 
tween the French and British at Nikki, 
in the Lagos Hinterland. iA 
DISPUTE OVER TERRITORY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—While the accu- 
racy of the Rome dispatch announc- 
ing that & Conflict has taken place hee 
tween Frerich and British troops in the 
Lagos Hinterland is doubted, the local 
morning papers today pointed out the 
imminent danger resulting from the 
proximity of the two forces in the con- 
tested territory. 

A conflict between the French and 
British forees in the Lagos Hinterland 
has been anticipated for some time 
past. Both countries have been hurry- 
ing troops into the disputed territory, 
The trouble is of about thirty years’ 
standing. In 1870 France and Great 
Britain eres negotiations for the 
settlemen pe their respective frontiers 
in West Africa, and it was decided in 
substance that French influence d 
authority should be confined to the 
north of a certain line, and that Great 
Britain should have a free hahd south 
of this line.. The outbreak of the 
Franco-Prussian war interrupted. the 
negotiations. There was considerable 
opposition in both countries to the ces- 
sion of any territory, and during the 
next five years difficulties frequently 
occurred. Finally it was resolved to 
appoint commissioners to reconsider the 
whole matter, and as a result, in the 
course of the next ten years, four 
separate agreements were concluded, 

Later in the day, @ rumor was re- 
ceived at the British Coionial Office 
to the effect that there had been.a cal- 
lision betweén the British and French 
forces at Nikki, which is said to have 
been captured by the French troops. 
the officials of the Colonial Office, how- 
ever, regard this report as highly im- 
probable, as they explain that the Brit- 
ins police in the Hinterland, who are 
in very limited numbers, had strict or- 
ders to avoid any collision with the 
Frerich. It {8 also understood that the 
French forces had‘ been instructed not 
to come inte conflict with. the British. 

The British forces in the Hinterland, 
it is further stated, are being rein- 
forced considerably. The Colonial Office 
late this evening received a cable from 
Lagos stating that rumor is current 
among the nktives there of a collision 
between 400 British and French troops, | 
The report, it is believed, will be proved 
be founded pn a confilet between 
the French and “some natives. 

COUNTER MOVEMENTS. | 
[ASSUCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Nov.. 26.—Since the agree- 
ments with France were artfived at, 
further difficulties have arisen in the . 
Hinterland, owing to the faiure of the 
boundary commissioners of Great Brit- 
ain and France to agree among them- 
selves as to the frontier lines. Since 


then both parties have turned their at- 


tention to getting treaty concessions 
from the native chiefs. The French 
have been alming at the establishment 
of a great African empire, and dis- 
patching expeditions to the Hinterland 
of Lagos and Carnotville to establish 
headquarters. 
The British Niger Company, however, 
getting wind of the French.-plans, dis- 
patched Capt. Lugard to Nikki, the . 
capital of Pargua, for the purpose of 
hegctiating a treaty with the native 
ruler, and the English officer was for- 
tunate enough to reach there before a 
French officer, Commandant de Couer, 


-who was bound for the same place 


with the same intention, although the 
latter had the start, and Lugard se- 
cured his treaty and carried it away 
three weeks before De Couer arrived 
at Nikki. 

The French, however, seemed to have 
chosen to disregard this fact, and have 
dispatched armed expeditions not only 
to Nikki, but to Broussa, which has all 
along been accredited to bé within the 
sphere of British influence. To settle 
these and other questions in dispute, 
commmissionerp representing Great 
Britain and France are now tardily be- 
ginning to deliberate in Paris. 

DI£CREDITS IT. 
{ASSOCJATED PRESS NIGMT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Nov. 26.—M. Lebon, the Min- 
ister of the Colonies, has received no 
information ‘of a collision between the 
British and French troops at Nikki, 
the Niger region, and discredits the re. 
port.

Meeting of Prominent Educators at

A Big Pay Warrant. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Assistant 
Secretary Vanderlip today signed what 
is known 4&8 @ pay Warrant directing 
the Treasurer of the United States to 
deposit in the treasury the sum of $18,- 
194,618, representing the proceeds of the

One of the counsel for R. A. Bird, 
recently tried for alleged forgery of 
G. J. Griffith’s’ signature to checks, 
feels aggrieved because 
printed a portion of the argument of 
Dist.-Atty. Williams, in which Wil- 
liams handled him (E. A.. Meserve, 
Esq.,) pretty roughly, and he requests 
the publication of a statement signed 
by his associates in the case. Mr. 
Meservé and his associates were ad- 
vised that it would be better not 10 
publish the stagement, because it con- 
tained matter that could not stand 
uncontradicted and because the subject 
Was not interesting to the public, but 
they persisted in their request, and the 
statement is now published, with 
necessary comment, as follows: 

“LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 26, 1897. 

“To the Editor of The Times: In jus- 
tice to our associate, Edwin A. 
Meserve, Esq., in the case of the peo- 
ple vs. Bird, we desire to make the 
following statement: 

“In the issue of The Times of No- 
vember 25,*in the report of the trial of 
that case, there are some statements 
which do injustice both to Mr. Meserve 
and his associates. 

“First, in the opening of his argu- 
ment, Mr. Meserve, in referring to cer- 
tain witnesses as perjurers or liars, 
mentiohed the name of no ‘person, and 
only said that when the record showed 
that any witness had willfully testified 
falsely he must by the record be known 
as a perjurer and a liar. Mr. Meserve 
spoke four hours and a half, and dur- 
ing the whole course of his argument 
he spoke of Mr. Griffith neither as a 
thief nor a scoundrel at any time, al- 
though Mr. Williams repeatedly quoted 
Mr. Meserve as having done so, and 
during the whole course of his argu- 
ment Mr. Meserve only twice desig- 
nated Mr. Griffith as a liar and per- 
jurer, and then used the words in con- 
nection with flat contradictions made 


by Mr. Griffith, as shown by the rec- 


ord; and though Mr. Megerve held this 


witness up to ridicule and scorn, he al- |. 


Ways spoke within the record. 

“Furthermore, during the whole 
course of Mr. Meserve’s argument, he 
did not use the language printed in The 
Times to'the effect that Williams re- 
ceived money from Griffith. as all of 
the attorneys in the case well know, 
and as the record shows. 

“The statement as printed in The 
Times that all of Mr. Meserve’s assoei- 
ates disapproved of his language used 
in argument condemning Mr. Griffith, 
is entirely unwarranted and not justi- 
fied by any statement made by any 
of us, as we, and each of us, entirely 
approved every statement that Mr. 
Meserve made in his long and difficult 
argument, every word of it being justi- 
fied and borne out by the record in the 
case, that part of it referring to Mr. 
Griffith being founded not upon any- 
thing produced by Mr. Meserve or us, 
but by statements and contradictions 
made by him under oath, and which he 
was compelled to admit were false 
when confronted by his own testimony, 
given in another court and by other 
records, he in one instance very frankly 
stating that he changed his testimony, 
not to conform to the truth, but ‘so 
that it would not contradict other wit- 
nesses’ called in his own behalf.

“C. W. PENDLETON, 
L. COPELAND, 

This statement requirés elucidation 
First, 1t is immaterial 
whether Mr. Meserve mentioned Mr. 
Griffith’s name in the opening of his 
argument or later. The essence of his 
attack upon Griffith was tn the char- 
acterization of that gentleman as “a 
liar, a perjurer and an unmitigated 
ass,”’ and it is admitted in the state- 
ment of Meserve’s' partners’. that 
Meserve did apply those epithets at 
least twice. The Times never said that 
he called Griffith ‘thief and scoun- 
drel.”” Those terms were used by Mr. 
Williams in that portion of his speech 
printed by The Times after Meserve’s 
speech roasting both Griffith and Wil- 
liams had been pubished. Mr. Meserve’s 
complaint because the District Attor- 
ney’s speech was printed is puerile for 
a lawyer. 

Second, the denial that Meserve, in a 
heated exchange of words with Wil- 
liams, said: “It may be Griffith who 
is putting up the dough for your 
services,” is disingenuous. The remark 
was heard by a Times reporter, a court 
officer and others, and Mr. Meserve 
himself said the next day. to the re- 
porter: “I may have said that in my 
excitement, but I wish you would 
make it clear that I aidn’t mean it.” 
Moreover, J. L. Coperand, Esq., said 
Thursday night, in the presence of 
witnesses, that Meserve did say it; 
that he, Copeland, heard him, and that 
the reporter was correct. The record 
of the case does not show that the 
language was not used, ‘for the very 
good reason that there is no court 
record of Meserve’s speech. 

Third, it was not prfhted in The 
Times that “all” of Mr. Meserve’s as- 
sociates disapproved his language. It 
was stated that ‘‘Meserve’s associates 
said they did not approve the language 
used, and thought Meserve went too 
far in his denunciation.’’ The warrant 
and justification for that were state- | 
ments made by C. W. Pendleton, Esq., 
to the city editor of The Times, and 
by J. L. Copeland, Esq., to a. reporter. 
Mr. Pendleton said exactly what was

ward, and he frankly admitted, after 
signing the document concocted to 
pacify Meserve, that the statement 
printed in The Times was warranted 
by his own words, and that he and 
Copeland did ccnsider Meserve’s lan- 
guage too severe, although justified by

leaving the preliminary operations on 
the factory site largely to his discre- 
tion. Extra care will have to be exer- 
cised in preparing the foundation for 
this factory, as the ground is somewhat 
moist, and the foundation will have to 
carry an enormous weight. 

Five mammoth brick buildings, on 
concrete foundations, are to be imme- 
diately erected, all to be of the best 
fire-proof construction, with all floors 
of concrete and iron, and roof trusses 
of steal, covered with galvanized iron. 
The main building is to be 400 by 139 
feet, three stories in height. 
contain 182 iron columns inside and 
seventy-elght Z-bar columns in the ex- 
terior walls. In addition to this, there 
will be a warehouse 300 by 100 feet, a 
powerhouse 250 by 90 feet, a commo- 
dious office and laboratory building and 
a large ‘building devoted to the prepa- 
ration of lime. For the burning of 
lime there are to be provided two 
mammoth upright kilns, with a capacity 
of 360 tons of lime rock at each charge, 
and four rotary kilns for reburning the 
lime that has been once used, by a spe- 
cial process controlled by the Oxnard 
Company. 

The entire weight of these enormous 
buildings and kilns will be borne by 
the concrete piers,’ without granite 
caps, some of the piers having to sus- 
tain a load of 250 to 300 tons each. 
This is a new departure in heavy con- 
struction, for which the only precedents 
in this country are the bridge piers 
erected this year on the same plan by 
the Southern California Railway, which 
have demonstrated the _ effectiveness 
and value of concrete for the distribu- 
tion of weight directly applied. 

The contracts call for the comple- 
tion of the buildings inside of six 
months, and Cortractor Leonardt will 
have a force of two to three hundred

The works have been designed by 
William Baur, executive officer of the 
Oxnard Construction Company of New 
York, an engineer and architect of rec- 
ognized ability. 

The Southern Peeific Company has 
begun work on the construction of the 
four miles of track to connect the fac- 
tory with the station of Montalvo, and 
a pile-driver is at work on the bridge 
crossing the Santa Clara River. The 
plan of the switches and tracks to pro- 
vide for the convenient disposition of 
incoming materials and outgoing pro- 
ducts is admirable, and a model of good 
engineering. The entire works will be 
the finest of their kind ever erected in 
America. They will have a capacity of 
1000 tons of beets daily, the first year, 
with arrangements for their immediate 
enlargement to 2000 tons daily capacity. 
Compared with other factories thus far 
erected, the capacity of the Chino fac- 
tory is 800 tons daily; that at Alami- 
tos and at Grand Island, Neb., and 
Norfolk, Neb., 350 tons each; Lehi, 
Utah, 300 tons, and Eddy, N. M., 200

It 
grows in. great profusion wherever 
found, and to a height of from fifteen 
to twenty feet. Bellef is expressed that 
this wild olive may prove of value for 
grafting purposes, and there are olive 
growers who intend experimenting with 
it with that object In ‘view. 


Oil and Asphait, 
O INDUSTRY in this city\is more 
N promising than that of the ex- 
traction of asphalt from the oil 
produced in the Second Ward. In 1885 
the Los Angeles Oil Burning and Sup- 
ply Company, now the Western Oil 
and Asphalt Company, Was organized. 
It originally devoted its energies to 
the marketing of oil for fuel purposes, 
but as the value of ail for other pur- 
poses developed, extended its opera- 
tions, until now it is one of the most 
prominent asphalt-producing concerns 
in Southern California. 

The company now has, at Alhambra 
avenue and Date street, a complete oil 
and asphalt plant, furnishing fuel oils 
of different grades, and asphalts for 
Various purposes, such as fluxing, roof- 
work, ete., which products, both of 
and have a reputation in the East. 

Particular attention recently 
been directed to the asphalt prodiuc- 
tion of this company, by reason of its 
efforts to have the street specifications 
so amended as to permit the use of its 
paving asphalt upon the streets of our 
city, it already being in use on the 
cross-walks and bridges, and on cer- 
tain street railway work. If such 
change of specifications is made: 
whereby the local product is permitted 
to compete in public: work, the plant 
now operated by the company will con- 
sume from $0,000 to 100,000 barrels of 
local oil per month, thereby entirely 
relieving the local oil market of all 
surplus production. 

Recent analysis of the paving as- 
phalt of the company shows it to con- 
tain an excess of 98 per cent. of bitu- 
men, which, coupled with the fact that 
such asphalt, after three years severe 
usage in street paving, gives entirely 
satisfactory results, appears to Warrant 
the claims of its management that it 
is suitable for street paving. It is 
stated that by reason of the saving of 
freight consequent upon its production 
here, the product can be furnished 
cheaper than outside asphalt.

Sheep, 


HE sheep industry in Southern 
California was formerly of great 


importance, but owing to the great 
decrease in the price of wool and the 
rapid increase in the value of land, it 
has not been profitable fcr several 
years. Now, however, with the rise in 
the value of wool, consequent upon the 
new tariff, renewed interest is being 
devoted to this industry. 

It is-estimated that there are in 
Southern California between 500,000 and 
600,000 sheep. These are scattered all 
through the southern counties, among 
Which Orange county takes front rank. 
It was formerly the custom to drive 
the sheep up into the mountain pas- 
tures during the summer months but 
the setting aside of government forest 
reservations has put a stop to this 
practice, and they are now fed on the 
lower hills, and on grain stubble after 
the harvest. During the past few years 
some Shropshire rams have been im- 
ported, and attention has. been di- 
rected to the raising of mutton sheep. 
This industry, which is still in its in- 
fancy, promises to assume much im- 
portance in the near future.

Fancy Dried Fruit, 


A catiea by has been frequently 


called by The Times to the neces- 
, sity, in these days of keen compe- 
tition and large production in the fruit 
market, that great care should be paid 
to the matter of packing the fruit in 
a tasteful and attractive manner. As 
an experiment, the Ventura County 
Fruit Company is making a new de- 
parture in the line of catering to the 
eastern censumers of California pro- 
ducts. On Thursday last week they 
shipped to New York City a mixed car 
of dried apricots and peaches, carefully 
and neatly packed in fifty-pound boxes, 
the boxes being faced with the most 
beautiful fruit. The fruit was all hand- 
graded by women. Every box bears a 
neat lithographed label, with the name 
of the fruit, and of the firm packing 
the same. If this consignment proves 
eatisfactory, and allows-a reasonable 
profit, other shipments will follow im- 


mediately.

Independent, Goleta, in trat county, 

has a new enterprise, in the shape 
of a pottery. Samples of the’ work are 
on exhibition in Santa Barbara, and 
are said to compare.very favorably 
with the imported ware. 
The enterprise is backed by Joseph 
Sexton, and necessity was the mother 
of it: Mr. Sexton uses many flower pots 
in his florist business, and he has been 
shipping large numbers from Los An- 
geles. But they gave indifferent satis- 
faction. ‘The breakage in transportation 
was heavy, and the pots were appar- 
ently of inferier quality. So he turned 
his attention to the manufacture of 
pottery, and has made a very gratify- 
ing start on his ranch in Goleta. He 
employed a practical, experienced pot- 
teryman, and the first fruits of their 
joint labors are exhibited at Mr. Sex- 
ton’s store in that city. 

They are of all sorts and sizes; and 
they seem to be of tougher and more 
firm clay than the Los Angeles pots. 
Mr. Sexton says that there is an abund- 
ant amount of the clay in sight. The 
manufacture will be confined at pres- 
ent to.the needs of Mr. Sexton’s floral 
business.

“The expense of operating the elec- 
tric plant will be very small. One man 
can look after twenty motors as easily 
as three or four, and other expenses 
will be very light. 

“It is proposed to include about 3000 
acres in the district irrigated, the land 
being at Wiidomar and south and west 


of Lake Elsinore.”

College of Agriculture. 

NEW epoch in tha history of the 

New Mexico College of Agricul- 

ture and Mechanic Arts, located at 
Mesilla Park, N. M., may almost be 
said to have hegun with the erection of 
the new ecoilege buildings, which are 
now nearing. Completion. For the past 
seven years, ever since the erection of 
the main college buildings, the great 
need of this institution has been more 
room, and as the attendance of the 
Students has from year to year in- 
creased, this need has been felt more 
and more. The Territorial Legislature 
of 1892-98, recognizing this need, 
authorized an issue of Territorial 
bonds amounting to $15,000, and the 
proceeds from the sale of these bonds, 
Which were later approved by Congress, 
has made possible the erection of the 
two new buildings now neariy com- 
pleted. 

The Albuquerque Democrat gives the 
following description of the new build- 
ings: 

“The new buildings comprise a sci- 
ence hall, located near to and north of 
the main college building, and a girls’ 
dormitory, which is situated on the col- 
lege farm. The contract for both build- 
ings was let to the Morrison Contract- 
ing and Manufacturing Company of 
Las Vegas, N. M., and_the plans for 
beth were drawn by I. H. and W. H. 
Rapp, also of Las Vegas. 

“The science hall is an imposing 
building of pleasing design, .built of 
brick on a substantial stone founda- 
tion, and trimmed with red sandstone 
from Pecos, Tex. The dimensions of 
the main part of the building, which 
is two stories high, are about 75x50 
feet, with a wing of about 40x40 feet. 
The design of the building is such as 
to permit of additions and another 
wing at some later time. The lower 
story, containing eleven good-sized 
rooms, will be occupied entirely by the 
chemical department, and the upper 
story of six rooms by the department 
of biology and entomology. The roof: 
of this building is now being put on, 
and the departments named will be 
moved from the main college building 
as soon as the necessary new fixtures 
and apparatus have been purchased, 
which will probably be early in the new 
year. 

“The girls’ dormitory will be the 
first of the new buildings to be ready 
for occupancy, being now nearly com- 
pleted. It is a handsome two-story 
brick building of about 70x50 feet. The 
upper floor is divided into ten good- 
sized dormitories, as well’ as a bath 
room, while on the lower floor are a 
large dining hall, reception room, 
kitchen and one or two more bedrooms. 
All the rooms are well ventilated and 
well lighted.:A spacious veranda: runs’ 
around two sides of the building. A 
matron for the dormitory has recently 
been oppointed, and the furnishing ‘of 
the building is now being taken in 
hand, and it is probable that the build- 
ing will be occupied within the next six 
weeks. The charge for board and room 
will probably not exceed $12 a month 
an exceedingly low figure for goo 
board and such a comfortable home. | 

“The dormitory will supply a long- 
felt want, and will remove the chief’ 
objection that has hitherto prevented 
a great number of young ladies from 
attending the college. A comfortable 
home will thus be provided, at a very 
moderate cost, and a capable matron 
will see to it that the young ladies 
are surrounded by good influences, and 
home-like comforts, so that parents 
may feel fully justified in sending their 
daughters to the college. It is probable 
that these unusual advantages will re- 
sult in a largely-increaged attendance 
of young ladies from distant points. 

“The college is having a most suc- 
cessful year. The enrollment is é¢onsid-’ 
erably greater than ever before, and 
now stands at 190,.with new students 
still entering. All departments are ful]. 
and excellent work ts being done. The 
football team, too, is hard at work in 
training. and all in all the college at 
Mesilla Park is ag hard-working, ear- 
nest and thriving a community as can 
be seen anywhere in the Southwest.” 


Chino Creamery. 
Tea creamery business in Southern 


California continues to grow in 

importance. The Chino Valley 
Champion gives the following descrip- 
tion of the work of the new butter- 
making plant of the Chino Valley 
Creamery Association: 

“An elevator takes the milk from the 
farmers’ wagons as it is brought in 
each morning between 7 and 9 o’clock, 
to the second floor. Here the milk is 
weighed and tested with a Babcock 
tester for butter fat. The average per- 
centage of butter fat at present, we are 
told, is about 4.2. Upon this _ per- 
centage, as well as the market price 
of butter, is based the price paid for 
the milk. The creamery pays 85 cents 
per hundred pounds for milk testing 4 
per cent. butter fat, when butter sells 
for 25 cents per pound. And as the 
price of butter or the test of the milk 
increases or decreases, the price of the 
milk increases or decreases in like pro- 
portion. This, we believe, is the stand- 
ard adopted by the different, creamery 
associations about the country, and 
gives general satisfaction. 

“The milk goes from the receiving 
tank to a supply tank on the lower 
floor, from which it is fed directly into 
a centrifugal separator running at a 
speed of 7000 revolutions per minute. 
The cream is run into large cans, in 
which it is allowed to stand twenty- 
four hours before churning. The skim 
milk is run from the separator to a vat 
on the outside of the building, where 
it is Gelivered to the farmens selling 
milk, without charge. 

“To the rear of the separator room 
is the churning and _ butter-working 
recom, where is a 200-gallon churn and 
at present a hand butter-worker. A 
power worker has been ordered and

Native Copper, 


ATIVE copper-is found in the Bus- 

ter mine, in the Bradshaw: Moun- 
tains of Northern Arizona. The 
Arizona Gazette gives the following 
particulars in regard to this mineral: 
“The native copper is taken from the 
ground in solid nuggets and leaf-lika 
sheets, the latter from four to six 
inches wide, from six to fourteen 
inches in length, and from the thick- 
ness of'a knife blade to one-quarter of 
‘an inch. These leaf-like layérs run in 
veins through seamsin the ore, which 
is more in the nature of a deposit than 
a vein, and crops out on top of the 
mountain. A tunnel driven in the side 
of the mountain 350 feet below the 
apex struck the ledge, and it is from 
this tunnel that the richest specimens

A BAD. MUDDLE. 


JURY VERDICT WHICH MAY MEAN 
ANY OLD TING. 


Twelve Wise Men Give Judge Allen 
a Hard Nut to Crack—Mrs. Lat- 
tin’s “Whereatness” in Doubt. 
Receives Nominal Damages. 


A verdict has been rendered by a 
jury in Judge Allen's court which is 
extphordinary in many respects, and a 
dozen or more complications may arise 
from what was intended to settle the 
damage suit brought against the South 
Side Irrigation Company by Mrs. Em- 
ma,G. Lattin. 

Mrs. Lattin owns a small tract of 
land near the southern limits of the 
city upon which she has been raising 
garden. truck. For irrigation of her 
lands Mrs. Lattin depended upon sew- 
age water, which was furnished by the 
South Side Irrigation Company, under 
contract. Two years ago the company 
shut off the supply, explaining that 
the sewage had been used in such a 
manner as to become a public nuisance 
and dangerous to the health of the com- 
munity. Mrs. Lattin protested, but to 
no avail, and finally brought suit 
against the company for $7056 damages, 
and an order directing that her gar- 
dens be again supplied. ; 

At the trial of the case, which con- 
tinued for several days, the company 
represented that it had entered into 
a contract with the city of Los Angeles 
to dispose of the city sew age in such 
& manner ag not to endanger. public 
health at the point of outflow. The'com- 
pany arranged to supply neighboring 
gardens with the sewage for irriga- 
lion purposes, reserving the right, in 
the contracts, to discontinue such sup- 
ply whenever there was any danger 
of complaint from the health authori- 
ties or the use of the sewage upon any 
lands should become offensive to ad- 
joining property-owners. 

In the immediate vicinity of Mrs. 
Lattin’s property there are a church, 
a schoolhouse and several residences. 
The company states that from numer- 
ous sources complaints had come, ob- 
jecting to the use of sewage upon the 
Lattin place, as the health of the chil- 
dren at the school, as well as that of 
the community, was endangered, and 
that the stench arising from the land 
was almost unendurably offensive.

From the verdict 
it would be implied that Mrs. Lattin, 
having been awarded damages, had 
won her case on every point except that 
the amount of damages prayed for was 
reduced, and therefore the service of 
sewage should again be made by the 
company. But should this be done, 
the company would again be immedi- 
ately enjoined by the health officers, 
and the matter, as between Mrs. Lattin 
and the company, would be practically 
the same as at the beginning of the ac- 
tion just brought to a close. 

Although the jury has been dis- 
charged, Judge Allen has ordered that 
the verdict be mot yet recorded on the 
minuies. 

In a financial sense, Mrs. Lattin 
comes out loser. as she will be required 
to ray the jury fees, which amount to 
$216.

Compton went away. and returned a 
day or two later to make further in- 
quiries about the property, stating 
that he believed he had a purchaser for 
it. During the conversation. Howard 
remarked that’ he was in need of 
money and that he had a $300 note 
which he wanted to have cashed. 

“*You can’t get that cashed,’ said 
Compton,” the witness continued. 
“*You wait a bit. I expect to:turn a 
trick in a.day or so, out of which I ex- 
pect to get $1000. If things turn out 
all right, I'll give you’$100 on the note.’ 
Compton said it was a mortgage deal 
he had in view, and whenr-he told me 
about the property being Green's I 
said: ‘That won’t do; it would be a 
fraudulent transaction, pure and sim- 

le.’ 

The defendant's attorney stated that 
he had been taken by surprise in the 
introduction of Howard as. a witness 
for the prosecution, and was not pre- 
pared for a proper cross-examination. 
The court consented that the witness 
might be temporarily excused:to al- 
low counsel time in which to prepare 
himself.

Doesn’t Mean War.

Gen. Woodford Says His Interview

MADRID, Sept. 26.—[By Atlantic Ca- 

ble.] The arrival of United States 
Minister Woodford from San Sebastian 
has made a sensation. The programme 
of the United States has been ascer- 
tained. -This does not contemplate a 
declaration of war if Spain rejects me- 
diation, but, according to the report, 
an “ostentatious proclamation to the 
world of disapproval of the Cuban 
regimé by suspending diplomatic re- 
lations with Spain and withdrawing 
the United States Minister.” 
3 Gen. Woodford has declined to be in- 
terviewed on the subject, further than 
to say his conference with the Duke of 
Tetuan, the Foreign Minister, was of 
the most satisfactory character. The 
unexpected bitterness of the press and 
of public opinion has been painfully im- 
pressed upon him, but he hopes this 
will soon be allayed, as he believes his 
mission favorable to Spanish interests 
and cannot comprehend that Spain 
would reject mediation designed to end 
an impoverishing war. He has not 
named a time at which the war must 
be terminated, but hopes, as the result 
of his tenders, that it will be ended 
quickly. He believes the war is doing 
incalculable harm to the United States, 
and that it is irhpossible to prevent the 
organization of filibustering expedi- 
tions. 
| _Unusnel measures were taken to pro-- 
tect Minister Woodford on his journey 
from San Sebastian to this city, but 
the trip was quite uneventful. A party 
of gendarmes, commanded by a sub- 
lieutenant, guarded the Southern ex- 
press, on which he was a passenger: 
Secret police were posted at the sta- 
tion, and the prefect of police was in 
waiting to escort him to his hotel. The 
drive through the streets was marked 
by no special incident, though several 
people saluted him, receiving a bow in 
return. | 

Some comment has been caused by 
the fact that Minister Woodford’s fam- 
ily has not accompanied him, but re- 
mains behind the French frontier.

RYE DISAPPOINTING. 


Three Million Bushels Less 
Had Been Expected, 
_ {ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—A disap- 
pointing rye crop is indicated by final 
returns to the American Agriculturist. 
Instead of some 28,000,000 bushels, ex- 
pected from earlier indications, the 
crop of the United States now figures 
out about 25,900,000 bushels, 1,000,000 
more than last year, and 2,000,000 
bushels less than in 1895 and 1894. The 
increase is mainly in Pennsylvania. 
The latest European crop advices in- 
dicate a serious shortage in rye, es- 
pecially in Russia. Germany’s rye crop 
seems to be somewhat larger than the 
earlier reports indicated, but reduced 
estimates for Francé and other coun- 
tries offset the stocks of rye at home 
and abroad. Except during the fall of 
1895 and 1896, rye has not been so slow 
as at present since before 1890.

HAWESVILLE (Ky.,) Sept. 26.—In 
the midst of a revival, not a mask to be 
seen, and in the presence of 800 infu- 
riated people, Raymond Bushrod, a 
negro, at 5 o'clock this: evening was 
made to pay the penalty of his assault 
on fourteen-year-old Maggie Roberts. 
He was. swung from a limb in the 
Courthouse yard. 

Bushrod yesterday afternoon, three 
miles below town, encountered Mag- 
gie Roberts, daughter of Ben Roberts, 
@ prominent farmer. He not only bru- 
tally assaulted the girl, but beat her 
with an iron coupling-pin and left her 
on the railroad grade to die. The news 
of the outrage spread, and searching 
parties were sent in every direction. 
He was captured in hiding at Falcon, 
four miles below the scene of the 
crime, by four of the pesse. He was 
brought quietly to Hawesville and sur- 
rendered to the jailor, while the town 


time the officers got wind of a moband 
he was secretly guarded in the grave- 
yard on the hill until morning, when he 
Was again locked up. But the people 
were determined. Early they came 
afoot, on horseback, in wagons and in 
the trains. They were impatient for 
darkness to cover the land. It was 
rumored that militia would arrive at 
4:30 o’clock from Owensboro for his 
protection. The angry crowd would 
not stand this, and they placed trusty 


to give a signal if the train bore such 
protection. 

The militia failed to come, but at 
this time the officers thought it oppor 
tune to play a ruse, and the mob, now 
furious, were led to believe that the 
prisoner had escaped. A hot pursuit 
followed. The trail was followed only 
a@ square, when the broad open até 
tempt to spirit Bushrod over the hills 


-and out of town was discovered. A 


few well-chosen guards staid at the 
jail, and as he was brought out, the 
mob formed in front of the officers and 
they were forced to yield. The excite- 
ment at this time was intense. At 5 
o’clock promptly the march to the 
Coruthouse square was begun. Halt- 
ing in front of a. great poplar with 


limbs and twigs overhanging the most — 


publio street in town, a selection was 
made, Some delay was caused for want 
of a.rope, but directly a new half-inca 
plow-line was furnished and every- 
thing was in readiness for the first 
lynching in Hancock county. 

In the meantime Bushrod was given 
an opportunity for confession and 
prayer. His confession was complete. 
He said he was guilty, and that this 
was his third offense, one successful 
effort having ben made upon his sixty- 
year-old aunt. After offering up his 
last supplication, a long and fervent 
prayer, the signal to haul away was 
given, and with pinioned arms and legs 
he was dangled between brick and 
tree. The applause as he went up was 
dea: ening. 

In about four minutes he was 
nounced dead, and Coroner Mitchell, 
claiming the body, cut it down and 
summoned a jury, whose verdict was 
that Bushrod came to his death at the 
hands of unknown parties. 

After the lynching, the mob’s leader 
made a little talk. He pointed to the 
corpse and said: “Here is the protec- 
tion we offer our wives and daugh- 
ters.”” When he committed the assault 
Bushrod was drunk.

The clew which led to 
the arrest of the highwaymen was 
furnished by a woman, Mrs. Hamilton, 
who keeps a lodging-house at No. 83 
Seventh street, this city. On Wednes- 
day two strangers came to her house 
and engaged lodgings. While arrang- 
jng the roum after the men had gone 
out, Mrs. Hamilton noticed two shot- 
guns, two revolvers and a square box 
marked “Beware, handle with care.” 

She thought nothing of the matter 
until last evening, about ‘% oclock, 
when the two men drove up to the 
house in a buggy. Williams, the 
younger of the two, got out and went 
into the house and came back with 
the guns. Another trip was made, 
and this time he carried out the 
equare box on which the warning was 
written, and carefully arranged it in 
the buggy.

DEBS’S GREAT LABOR CONFERENCE 
A MAMMOTH FIZZLE. 


Nobody Would Attend Until the Sin- 
gle-Tax Element Struck Chicago. 


The Federation of Labor Refuses 
to Countenance the Meeting.

CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—Notwithstand- 


Debs that the convention of labor or- 
ganizations called for this city to- 
morrow is “off,”’ the Social Democracy 
leader said tonight that the confer- 
ence would be held, and that he, him- 
self, would call the gathering to order. 

The call of the present convention 
was issued September 3, and signed 
by T. J. Donnelly, J. R. Sovereign, 
W. D. Mahon, James O'Connell and 
E. V. Debs. 

A meeting of that committee was to 
have been held in Chicago Saturday, 
but Debs was the only member pres- 
ent. He accordingly announced that 
there would be no convention. Since 
that time the single-tax delegates 
have come on, and it has veen ordered 
that proceedings go ahead. A com- 
mittee waited on Debs this evening, 
and invited him to call the convention 
to order tomorrow. About ten dele- 
gates only have arrived to attend the 
meeting. Debs accepted, and will de- 
liver the opening address. 

It is probable the coal strike and 
other trades-union matters will be left 
alone during the convention. The ques- 
tiom will be on the best means of se- 
curing what Debs denominates “the in- 
alienable rights of every citizen under 
the Constitution.” 

Mr. Debs puts it this way tonight: 
“T am exceedingly pleased at what the 
Single Tax League has taken the com- 
ference in hand to accomplish, and 
I will do all I can to aid in the 
work. I can be present only a portion 
of the day, however, as I must leave 
for an eastern trip in the interest of 
the Social Demoracy. 

“I regret exceedingly that the Fed- 
eration of Labor has not given: the 
conference its countenance, as it would 
have added greatly to the success of 
the session. Unfortunately, the idea is 
prevalent that the object of the con- 
ference, as criginally designed, is solely 
in the interest of the mine-workers. 
That would have been practically a 
side issue. There are matters of 
weightier and far-reaching moment to 
come before the body. In my opin- 
ion, it is as important as was the St. 
Louis convention.”

It was that on 
Madison street, in the neighborhood of 
the French market, where the condi- 
tions were considered to be such as 
to warrant the fear that the disease 
would spread. 

Unusual precautions, however, were 
taken and the authorities quarantined 
the case and improv the sanitary 
conditions of the neighborhood, so that 
the fever in that vicinity seems to have 
been stamped out completely. 

At Oakland Park detention camp all 
the refugees who have been given 
quarters were declared to be swell, no 
sickness having yet appeared in the 
camp.

“The Hope left Sydney at 11 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, and fortunately 
missed the hurricane which has been 
raging the past week. The 100-ton 
meteorite in the hold of the Hope fell 
from the skies hundreds of years ago, 
d has been the source of iron supply 
for the Esquimaux. I arscovered it in 
May, 1894, and since that time have 
been trying to secure it to bring to 
America. We have on board six Es- 
quimaux—three men, une woman, a 
boy and a girl. They will remain with 
me here this winter to arrange the 
ethnological specimens, and will go to 
the north next summer with me, These 
people belong to the tribe from which 
I shall select my colony next year.” 

In speaking «df the last expedition, 
Lieut. Peary said: | 

“I consider several things accom- 
plishes. the arrangements with the 

quimaux for my next year’s voyage 
being the most important. From now 
on they will be collecting furs for 
clothing and getting everything in 
readiness, so that within twenty-four

THE LAW'S DELAYS. 

The delays of the law have been 
the subject of comment, criticism and 
satire for many hundreds of years, 
but in all that period the mills of the 
legal gods never ground so slowly as 
they do today, in this enlightened and 
progressive country. Nor is this 
habit of procrastination by any means 
confined to the trial of criminals, ccn- 
cerning which we have heard so much 
during the past few years. There is 
another phase of this subject, to 
Which a correspondent of Tur TIMES 
calls attention, in a pertinent and log- 
ical letter, which {fs published in an- 
other column. This feature, to which 
the correspondent justly takes excep- 
tion, is the unreasonable slowness 
with which the Supreme Court of the 
State renders decisions in cases that 
have been submitted to it. Important 
questions, after having been exhaus- 
tively argued, are some times left for 
years undecided, so that when a de- 
cision is finally arrived at the parties 
interested are sometimes dead, or 
departed. As our correspondent says: 
“Judgment is the ono thing needful 
for Which courts exist, and time is of 
the essence of its value.’’ Meantime, 
the judges go on hearing new suits, 
which in turn will have to wait a long 
time for decision. 

Our correspondent quotes a section 
of the Constitution of California 
which provides that no judge shall 
draw a salary until he certifies that no 
case in his court remains undecided 
for the period of ninety days. If this 
section has not been amended, it 
should be enforced, and, if it has been 
amended, some other similar law 
should be enacted to replace it. If 
the judges are disinclined to devote 
the necessary time required to handle 
the cases which come pberore them, 
they should make room for others who 
are willing to do this, and if it is im- 
possible for them to keep up with the 
business before them, after devoting 
to such business due diligence, then 
it is high time for the State to pro- 
vile for more judges. 

In any case, reform in this direc- 
tion is urgently needed. 


DUST. 

“Dust thou art, and unto dust thou 
shalt return.” This quotation from 
the burial service has few terrors for 
the average Californian, who, during 
a large portion of the year, when- 
ever he strays away from the asphalt 
pavements, lives, moves, breathes and 
has his being in an atmosphere of 
dust, that is often sufficiently thick 
to cut with a knife, Should a new 
coat-of-arms be adopted by California, 
we would suggest, as a suitable em- 
blem, a duster flamboyant, surmounted 
by a darky rampant wielding a 
whisk-broom volant. There is an old 
English saying that everyone swal- 
lows a peck of dust during his life 
time. In California such an umount 
would only furnish an average Cali- 
fornian’s dietary for a single month, 
curing the summer season. 

There is no doubt that dust is the 
main drawback of California during 
the summer months. We have been 
trying to induce visitors to regard 
California as a summer, as well as a 
winter, resort. It is true that the cli- 
mate of this State, except in a few in- 


— 


terior valleys, is delightful {in summer 


as well as in winter, but while we 
endeavor to thus popularize the sum- 
mer climate, we should at the same 
time do something to diminish the 
great drawback of that period. This 
subject is closely connected with the 
question of good roads. Other sec- 
tions in the State have made a good 
start in improving the country roads, 
and keeping down the dust, notably 
Santa Clara county, which has been 
a pioneer in this direction. Of late 
the Los Angeles county government 
has made a beginning in this line, 
and deserves credit for it, but there 
is still very much to be done before 
one may take a drive for a few miles 
outside of Los Angeles with any de- 
gree of comfort during the summer, 
This statement is especially true of 
the seaside resorts, which are depend- 
ent upon the patronage of pledsure 
and health-seekers. One might natur- 
ally suppose that the citizens of those 
places, who depend on visitors for 
their living, would see that this nui- 
sance is abated. Such, however, is 
not the case. It is impossible to take 
a short drive in any direction from 
the seaside resortg withovt rcing 


through an atmospheric bath cf ‘pul- 


Yerized real estate. The negligence 
displayed in this direction is the more 
surprising when one considers how 
very small is the expense of dimin- 
ishing the evil complained of. Where 


| 


it is not practicable, or where the resi- 
dents do not consider that they can af- 
ford the expense of watering the 
roads, a good substitute may be found 
in straw, spread over the thorough- 
fares. This has been done in some 
cases, and where the traffic is. not 
heavy it will last during the summer 
seasoy. Its cost is very small. 

In any case, those places which ap- 
peal for patronage to the great travel- 
ing public would do well to consider 
this matter before the next season 
comes around. The resort which 
makes the first radical move in this 
direction will share the popularity that 
has been attained by Avalon, largely 
for this reason. To paraphrase Gold- 


smith, who has long been dead and|/ 


is unable to defend himself: 


Ill fares the town, to bankru a prey; 
When dust accumulates, people. stay 
away. 


In the language of the mining camp, 
let all enterprising Southern Califor- 
nians say: “Down with thé dust.”

Sugar as a Muscle Regenerator. 


The German War Office has been 
making investigations into the ques- 
tion whether the consumption of small 
quantities of sugar render the tired 
muscles capable of renewed exertion. 
On sugar estates, when the crop is in 
full swing, and both laborers and ani- 
mals live largely on sugar in some 
form, the horses and cattle, which eat 
the “chopped tops’”’ of the cane smeared 
with molasses, are round fat, and the 
skin of the colored estate hands is 
sleek and shining. One of the most dis- 
‘tinct sensations experienced by Alpine 
tourists while on difficult climbing ex- 
cursions, is a strong desire for the con- 
sumption of sweets and sweetened 
foods, and many who never touch such 
things at home devour large quantities 
of them on such expeditions. It has 
also been noticed how eagerly’ the 
guides appropriate any sugar that may 
be left over. In the German experi- 
ments, on one day a _ sweet liquid 
was administered containing - thirty 
grammes of sugar; on the next day a 
similar liquid containing a_ sufficient 
amount of saccharin to render it in- 
distinguishable from the other. as re- 
garded taste. After a very large 
amount of muscular work had been 
performed, it was found that better re- 
sults could be obtained on the days 
when the sugar was given than on the 
days when saccharine was given. The 
blood had become very poor in sugar 
in consequence of the severe muscular 
effort, and the administration of a 
comparatively small quantity of sugar 
had a markedly invigorating effect. A 
well-known engineer, whose duties 
often lead him into districts where the 
food supply is uncertain, never travels 
without one or two small packages of 

hocolate tablets in his grip. He says 

hat the combination of the sugar and 
the fatty matter they contain afford a 
sustenance most grateful to a starving 
stomach, and many a night when sup- 
lies had not materialized,; he would 
Save ‘gone to bed hungry if it had not 
been for his little chocolate magazine. 


Utilizing Railway Vibrations. 


A unique utilization of railway-car 
vibrations is reported from a packing- 
house center in Kansas. The roadbed 
of the local trolley line is not of the 
pest, and it occurred to a milkman who 
had been pretty well banged about by 
the lively oscillation of the car on 
which he was riding, that there was 
enough power going to waste to work 
a set of capacious churns. He tried 
the experiment, and found it worked 
to a charm. Now, the owners of cows 
in the vicinity of the packing-houses 
in the city set their churns on the 
front end of a car. One round trip is 
almost more than enough to do the 
work, and the motorman takes butter- 
milk in ment for the mechanical 
agitation imparted to the cream. This 
is probably the first time that the 
motions of way cars have been 
turned to any eful Their 
ill-effects are well known to physi- 
cians. A serious case of paralysis of 
the lower limbs was recently develaped 
in a brakeman, as the result of the 
constant jolting, and the incessant 
swaying and j ng motion of the cars 
on which his duties lay. He had to 

o to a hospital, where he remained 
or some months. Finally his physician 
resorted to electricity in sundry forms, 
from a battery, an induction ooil, and 
an electrostatic machine. The electrical 

toned up the limbs. and 
proved an actual specific for the all- 
ment produced by the mechanical vi- 
brations on the train, and the man has 
gone back to work.

Los Angeles Daily Times, 


Et the Churches Yesterday. 


Little Foxes, 


EV. EDWARD F. GOFF preached 

at the First Congregational Church 

last evening on the following text: 
“Take us the foxes, the little foxes that 
spoil the vines, for our vines have ten- 
der grapes.” Song of Solomon, 1i-165. 
He said: ‘“The-lesson taught is to be 
on our guard against little evile— 
things that appear to be so insignifi- 
cant as to be harmless, but left alone 
cause disastrous results.” In the 
course of the sermon he gave utter- 
ance to the following sentiments: 

“I am amazed when I read of re- 
spectable men failing to return and 
riding a second time upon a railroad 
ticket; trying to outwit a conductor, 
and steal a ride upon a street car or 
train, and afterward boasting of 
their meanness; keeping the dime or 
the dollar in excess of change, and 
leaving the unfortunate clerk to make 
it up. These are illustrations of the 


little foxes’ that spoil the vines and un- 


dermine the character. They are the 
B, C’s in the school where men are 
trained to become accomplished scoun- 
drels. From these things men go on 
to plan how —_ to evade the pay- 
ment of just debts, and then to con- 
tract debts they never intend to pay, 
and, when hard times come, grocer, 
butcher, merchant are crushed because 
they have no way of obtaining from 
the men they trusted their legitimate 
dues. We learned when children the 
little poem beginning, ‘It is a sin to 
steal @ pin, much more to steal a 
greater thing.’ It is often as great a 
sin, and sometimes a good deal meaner, 
to steal the pin than a greater thing. 
Sin, and virtue also, is to be judged 
not so much by the act as by the prin- 
‘Ciple involved. The tax that the Eng- 
lish ship-owner, Hampden. refused to. 
pay was only 20 shillings, but there was 
@ great principle at stake, and for it 
the patriot braved the wrath of the 
tyrant. The tax levied on tea was but 
a trifle, yet our fathers felt it was the 
first strand in the rope that would 
strangle their liberties, and they flung 
the tea into Boston Harbor. So it is 
‘with evil; men become committed to it 
by silken threads that are so delicate 
as to be scarcely perceptible, but multi- 
plied form cords that enslave the 
mightiest. Said the noble Lawrence to 
@ young collegian, “Take this for your 
motto at the commencement of your 
journey, that the difference of going 
just right or a little wrong will be 
the -difference of finding yourself in 
good character or in a miserable bog 
or slough at the end of it.’ 
“Tf & man leaves the highway of» 
right and trespasses on forbidden 
ground, when he is tried will it make 
any difference whether he was caught 
a yard or a rod from the fence? A lie 
is the same whether it is about a horse 
or a house; it is the same sin to cheat 
for a dime as for a diamond; to sell 
your vote for a mite as for a million. 
The guilt is in the principle, not in the 


price. 

“Not only do little sins lead. a man 
to the brink of the precipice and push 
him over, they injure society as well. 
A little rust on the tiniest wheel of the 
watch, the bending of a cog, will af- 
fect not that wheel alone, but the 
whole movement, and _ will spoil the 
watch as a time-keeper. So these little 
sins lower the moral tone of the whole 
community and work disaster. In these 
days when railroad and other stocks 
are watered, when bank funds are 
misappropriated and trusted men de- 
fault; when ships are wrecked and 
trusted mefi default; when the toiler 
sees himself defrauded of the legitimate 
rewards of his industry, and the con- 
sumer is not benefited; when great cor- 
porations cruelly and criminally crush 
their: competitors; when gigantic gam- 
bling is called, legitimate trade; when 
ships are w ed and lives are taken 
for the insurance; when men ride in 
carriages and steal from the govern- 
ment, who in some penitentiary ought 
to be wearing the stripes and toiling 
for the government, it is time for us 
to tone up about the little sins. They 
are like the water oozing through the 
dykes of Holland, innocent enough in 
appearance, but perilous to a whole 
country. If private integrity ceases, 
then public virtue will fail; if public 
virtue fails, then public credit will end; 
if public credit ends, then national dis- 
honor and disaster will result. Rome 
was overthrown by the luxury and vice 
of her citizens before the Goths and 
Vandals trampled her in the dust. On 
the other hand, private virtue means 
upright and patriotic legislators, sound 
currency, just laws, public credit and 
an era of national righetousness, pros- 
perity and universal respect. 
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Spiritual Resuscitation. 

BEV. A. C. SMITHER preached

tional Church upon “Th2 Resurrection 
of Lazarus as an Illustration of Spiri- 
tual Resuseitation.” This event, said 
the speaker, serves as a beautiful il- 
lustration of the means and methods 
by which the race is brought into spir- 
itual life and activity. Like Lazarus 
the race is asleep under the intox- 
icating hand of sin. Untouched by the 
Divine Christ its noblest faculties are 
dormant and all unconscious of spir- 
itual duty or environment it slumbers 
on. Jesus came to Lazarus’ tomb to 
call him back from the mystic portals 
of death, into the highway of life and 
activity. So to a slumbering world, all 
unconscious of the demands of 
upon it, the. Christ comes to give its 
spirit resuscitation, and as the south 
winds breathe upon the ice-fett 
earth and bring it back to activity to 
breathe of his spirit upon man and 
bring him to life. What wonderful fit- 
ness had the Master for so noble a 
work. He was human in His sufferings 
and sympathies, and entered into all 
the sorrows of this sinful world. He 
was divine in His nature and capable 
of routing the forces of sin and death. 

Into the soul of the spiritual sleeper 
the Divine Christ introduced spiritual 
life and energies. But calls upon His 
attendants, upon Christians to aid in 
the work of freeing them from the 
grave clothes of ‘error and sin. This 
work of loosing men from this bondage 
and aiding them to this freedom is the 
work to which the Son of God calls 
His followers. Here are the young all 
bound up with the grave clothes of 
ignorance. There are here the weak, 
the erring. who have some of the di- 
vine life pulsing within them, but 
they are all fettered and hindered by 
the grave clothes of error and weak- 
ness, from which they have never been 
freed fully. Also have those whose 
lives are filled with sorrow, whose 
homes are the abodes of affliction and 
suffering. To such the Savior sends 
His followers with the balm of Gilead, 
with the voice of comfort, and would 
lead them above the clouds of sorrow 
into the sunlight of joy and gladness. 


A Theological Retrospect. 

EV. A. A. RICE, pastor of the

“John Murray; a Theological Re- 
trospect.” He said in part: Theological 
progrees consists in cleaving: to the 
truth which our intelligence winnows 
from error. Rev. John Murray, whose 
work was done in America over one 
hundred rs ago, is the world’s un- 
usual creditor, because he passed from 
the errors of his time to the more per- 
fect religious ideas of today. Born into 
Calvinism, that. coldly mtellectual and 
ever unpractical théo syst 


logical em, 
which, while it makes man the sole ob- | 


ject of action, denies him the. privilege 
of an actor in life’s great drama 
holds to view a defeated God, he passed 
at one stride to the conception of a 
victorious Father and a redeemed hu- 
manity. The Calvinistic theology or- 
iginated in the idea of the absolute 
independence of God and the depen- 
dence of man, God, who for some in- 
significant reason was divided into 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, wholly 
for His own good pleasure (7) elected 
or predestined men who were fallen 
through “Original sin” to “Total de- 
pravity,” some to eternal life and some 
to everlasting damnation, This great, 
unaccountable, unmoral and heartless 
end was brought about by the intro- 
duction of a “Vicarious atonement” 
executed by one part of the godhead. 
That this scheme is one of the most 
inhuman the world has ever konwn is 
shown by its effect on the originator, 
John Calvin, who hunted down with 
bloodhound perseverence an opponent 
in religious controversy whom he could 
silence in no other way, one Servetus, 
and ca him to be bound at the 
stake, 

Into this condition of theology John 
Murray was born, and while it may 
be said that in some measure he held 
all the doctrines of his birth, yet he 
arose in the sublimity of his manhood 
and shook himself free from the 
shackles that bound the world in his 
day. He believed that something be- 
sides God’s mere good pleasure was 
the motive that brought man into ex- 
istence. Though fallen into sin and de- 
praved in more or less degree, all men 
are God’s children. The atonement is 
for all and all are elected to eternal 
life. It is creditable that in Christ's 
perfection he saw something bordering 
on an equality with God. 

In the minds of men Murray re- 
deemed God’s character and emanci- 
pated man from an unwarranted, un- 
reasonable and undeserved end.

It is amazing to me how any one can

simply the sum of especial cares for 
the molecules of substance that com- 
pose them, and the control of the des- 
tiny of nations is but the direction of 
the career of each individual human in- 
teger. Our disposition to doubt a spe- 
cial providence arises from mere con- 
fusion of thought, because our minds 
are sO small, and not at all from. the 
nature of the case nor from any force 
of reasoning. The term “general prov- 
idence’ is a generalization, and zener- 
alizing is simply lumping facts into a 
class because we become bewildered in 
trying to keep track of them  sepa- 
rately; but God certainly has no such 
mental inability. He does not need to 
resort to sums and totals; it is _ not | 
necessary for Him to be merely @ gen- 
eral superintendent because He would 
be lost in details. 


In this idea of universal interdepen- 
dence there is food for delight as well 
as alarm. It is a delight to know that, 
no good work of ours can fall to the 
ground. ‘“There’s no such word as 
fail’ in the lexicon of righteousness. 
You cannot pray in secret; you cannot 
shed an unseen tear; you cannot enter- 
tain as a fleeting visitant a glow of de- 
sire for a better life or for a purer pur- 
pose, without setting all the strings of 
the cosmic harp a-trembling. It is an 
error to say, as we often do, that our 
good endeavor may perchance, or that 
we ho it:will, accomplish some help-. 
ful end. There is no chance. ‘The laws 
of the spiritual world are as inexorable 
eas the laws of the material world. 
There are no ifs in nature. And the 
kingdom of heaven is not unnatural. 
So if you speak a kind word or repress 
an angry impulse or do a small self- 
sacrifice for another or “help a lame 
dog ever a stile’ there is no probabil- 
ity, there is an absolute inevitability, 
that the entirety of the soul energy ex- 
ertead will be effectual. course we 
cannot always see the result; perhaps 
we can never see it; and what we think 
to be the effect of our good act is 
really the effect of other occult in- 
fluences thus strangely appearing; but 
none the less along the the invisible 
paths of the spirit the holy force goes, 
and naught can stay it. Every fact 
of the tangible world is but the husk 
of. a spiritual fact.’ The world is 
primarily spiritual; the things of time 
and sense are but passing symbols. 
Now see the gospel of science! No mat- 
ter can be lost, says the savan; and’ 
that is ground enough for the preacher 
to assert that no increment of charac- 
ter can fail. If the professor declares 
that force is eternal], is not amissable, 
but only has changed its form when 
it has seemed to cease, then the gos- 
peler may add that no psychical dynam 
ever perishes, but appears to fall only 
when it is transmitted into some other 
shape of beneficent energy.

THE EMPEROR APPROVED. 


Count Badeni Informed His Majesty 
of His Challenge. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.] The Vienna correspondent of the 
Daily Mail says this morning: 

‘The duel between Count Badeni and 
Dr. Wolff has caused the wildest sen- 
sation. It grew out of the opening of 
the Reichsrath, when Count Badeni, 
with arms crossed and head on his 
breast, listened unmoved by the clamor 
of the German party. His attitude was 
most irritating. The whole left formed 
a threatening group around him, con- 
spicuous among them being Wolff, as 
he pressed forward and thrust his fist 
into Count Badeni’s face, saying: ‘If 
this is your policy it is miserable chi- 
canery.’ Some declare that Wolff called 
Badeni a ‘Polish pig.’ He was pulled 
back by his colleagues, but continued 
uttering menaces. 

“Barly Friday Count Badeni sent his 
_ seconds to Dr. Wolff, who accepted the 

challenge. The Premier sent a tele- 
gram to the .Emperor, asking permis- 
sion to fight, at the same time tender- 
ing his resignation. In reply he re- 
ceived not only permission to fight, but 
also the imperial approval. He made 
his will, after which he ‘spent the even- 
ing at the Jockey Club and a pleasure 
resort. His wife and family knew 
nothing about the affair until it was 
over. 

“The combatants met at the Military 
Riding School. The conditions of the 
duel was three shots at . twenty-five 
Zecee At the first discharge, -the 

emier’s ball struck the ground fifteen 
paces from his antagonist. The latter’s 
ball struck Count Badeni in the right 
arm. He staggered back to his chair 
and was then taken home, where the 
bullet was extracted. 

“There are no symptoms of fever, 
and Count Badeni is conducting affairs 


as usval. It is thought that, as the}. 


Premier has set the example, with the 
Emperor’s approval, there will be a 
serious epidemic of duels.

Nowell of Boston, president of the Ber- 
ner’s Bay Mining and Milling Com- 
pany, who reached Seattle tonight on 
the City of Topeka. Nowell is a con- 
servative business man, but in speak- 
ing of the new discovery he allowed 
himself to become enthusiastic. 

“Of course,” said Nowell, ‘“‘this par- 
ticular discovery is controlled by the 
milling company located at Berner’s 
Bay, and neither the location nor any of 
the company’s stock is for sale. In my 
opinion the real mining wealth of 
Alaska is only beginning to be realized. 
I predict that within five years Alaska 
will be tufning out $50,000,000 in gold 
a year.” : 

Speaking of the rich quartz gold- 
bearing vein at Berner’s Bay, Nowell 
safd: “It is the biggest find the world 
has ever known. The first location was 


made last winter, but only recently has 


important development work been done.

not understand exactly how such 
skates are made, and I will, before tell- 
ing how it seemed to me at the time of 
my recent victory over the bicycle, tell 
just exactly what the bicycle skate is. 
Each skate weighs two pounds and 
consists of a thin bar of brass with a 
fork at either end, in which the wheels, 
six inches in diameter, are set, The 
rims are of steel and the tires of cush- 
ion rubber. | 

“The pneumatic tire, it is conceded, 
is out of the question, as the pressure 
upon the skate is largely lateral. The 
skate is ¢quipped with streps for ordi- 
nary road use, but I do not use them, 
preferring instead the ordinary racing 
shoes fixed to the skate plates by 
means of rivets. The upward curve 
at each end of the skate serves’ the 
double purpose of accommodating a 
larger wheel and _. bringing the foot 
nearer the ground, thus facilitating 
locomotion on the same principle as the 
lowering of the crank hanger on a bi- 
cycle. 

“We have all heard a great deal, par- 
ticularly those of us who have made a 
study of the wheel, of the beauty of 
the ball bearings. It does not seem to 
me that I ever saw anything about the 
bicycle as perfectly adjusted as the 
ball bearing of the skate. One of the 
little wheels of the skate. when once 
set free, will spin until further notice. 
I do not see that there is much more 
exertion than in riding the wheel, and 
certainly as an execrise it is very bene- 
ficial. Again, it entirely eliminates all 
the evils’ which are accredited to bi- 
cycle riding, and there is no reason 
why the bicycle skate should not be as 
easily controlled as the wheel. : 

“It is my intention to make a study 
of the bicycle skate, because I believe 
I see in it possibilities which have 
never exhibited themselves, at least to 
me, in any one thing before. My race 
with Fox was the first of the kind in 
the world. It was like the first trial of 
speed, between the horse and the bi- 
cycle. Then the horse was given:a 
start and the bicycle rider beat him so 
easily that he has always been glad 
enough to take an even chance ever 
since. Now it looks to me as if the 
bicycle skate held the same position 
relative to the bicycle as the bicycle 
once held toward the horse.”’

THIRTY-DAY OIL CURE. 


CLOSING OF WELLS IS FOLLOWED 
BY A FAMINE. 


Producers Will Start Their Pumps 
This Morning—No Other Work to 
be Done—Discrimination Against 


der upon oil production has caused no 
surprise, and it is not improbable that 
wells will be permitted to pump longer 
than the one week specified befvre 
being again closed down. The cominit- 
tee found itself unable to tide over un- 
til the first of the month, even with 
the codperation of the heaviest pro- 
ducers in the field. Dr. Book, of the 
Rex Company, said he was losing $50 
per day in payment of royalties during 
every day his wells remained closed 
down, yet he considered the best in- 
terests of producers would be sub- 
served if the wells remained closed 
for a few days longer, in order that the 
field could be rid of all oil above 
ground. 

The committee answered that it was 
impossible to secure oil to tide over 
even until October 1; that 8000 barrels 
would have to be secured from some 
source by that time, and that the com- 
mittee had begged and implored for oil 
to meet the emergency, and had been 
unable to secure more than 600 bar- 
rels; a crisis had come and the only 
way to meet it would be through the 
resumption of oil production. During 
the ten days the wells have been closed 
40,000 barrels of oil have been shipped 
out of the field, and 10,00u Larreis ad- 
ditional have been apportioned. The 
oil still on hand in the field, every 
grade considered, aggregates less than 
30,000 barrels, and much of it is un-' 
available on account of gravity de- 
manded in contracts, even were the 
owners willing to surrender it to the 
committee.

Against the Sulphur Process.

SANTA ANA, Sept. 2.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.]

Why Are Decisions Deferred? 

REDLANDS, Sept. 22.—[To the Edi- 
tor of The Times:] Juries re- 
guired to arrive at a verdict imme- 
diately, and if necessary the court 
shuts them up till they agree. When 
we consider what an average jury is 
and how it is made up, this treat- 
ment may seem severe, but it\is un¢ 
doubtedly satisfactory to the commu- 
nity, for in law emphatically time is 
money. A trial without a verdict is 
but time wasted, and till a decision 
comes, all the costly apparatus of jus- 
tice—bench, lawyers, witnesses, sheriff, 
stenographers—avails nothing. To se- 
cure .a verdict courts are justified in 
resorting to extreme measures. 

Now suppose instead of a jury ver- 
dict we say a judicial decision; is the 
case essentially different? Is there less 
urgency and ts time less precious when 
the is determined by the bench? 
And are not judges able to decide 
with promptness, as they compel juries 
to do? A jury is a random collection 
of average —laymen—ranchers, mer- 
chants, mechanics, clerks, builders, 
teamsters—seized and made to serve 
in court. They have no special train- 
ing for this compulsory duties, nor any 
experience; yet as soon as they have 
listened to the testimony and argu- 
ments they are commanded to decide 
the case, and kept prisoners till they 
do it. or else fail, ana are discharged 
from duty. May we not expect that 
picked lawyers on the bench of the 
Supreme Court, experienced jurists 
whose profession is to administer and 
define the law, can with at least equal 
facility arrive at conclusions? Is there 
any sense in demanding from twelve 
laymen in a box an instant and unan- 
imous verdict, while learned magis- 
trates before whom suits have been 
laid may suspend judgment upon 
them for months and years? Of 
course, questions of law are often very 
intricate; but on the other hand 
unanimity is not required of judges, but} 
only that each judge give his opinion, 
be it what it may, and the voice c# 
Che is the decision of the 


— 


] to the Supreme Court of California has 


learned the inconvenience and vexa- 
tion resulting from the wholly needless 
delays of that tribunal in rendering 
decisions. Questions submitted to the 
court are exhaustively argued and then 
left for years undecided, so that often 
when the decision is at last handed 
down, it finds the fes chiefly in- 
terested dead or bankrupt, and has no 
more value than a stale egg. Judgment 
is the one thing needful for which 
courts exist, and time is of the es- 
sehce of its value. Matters impor- 
tant enough to be carried before the 
Supreme Court are important enough 
to be determined. Until. judgment is 
rendered the large expenditures inci- 
dent to litigation yield to the suitor 
absolutely no return. 

All this being ‘obvious, one is at a 
loss to account for the dilatory pro- 
ceedings of our court of last resort. 
When it shall sit in Los Angeles next 
month and hear many cases presented 
and argued, it will decide but few; in- 
-deed, most of the suits tried last Oc- 
tober haive not been determined, and 
no one knows when they will be. Many 
highly-important cases nee and 
argued years ago are still pigeon-holed. 
In the county of San Bernardino, and 
doubtless in many -other counties, ap- 
peals listened to in 1895 or earlier re- 
main today undecided. 

It may. be said, judges require time 
for consideration. True, but to go on 
and hear forty new suits does not help 
them to decide forty others that were 
‘heard in the same court years earlier. 
Were the foreman of a jury to pro- 
pose to work in this manner, to hear 
twenty cases in succession without 
any, leaving to the indefi- 
nite future the bringing in of the ver- 
dicts, any one of our Supreme Judges 
hearing so unreasonable a _ request 
would probably impose a fine for con- 
tempt. Judges and jurors are alike 
human, facts will slip out of their 
memory and essential points will be 
forgotten, when the mind 
is constantly taking in new cases to 
consider. So far from being better 
prepared for judgment by having de- 
voted an indefinite time to this sort 
of consideration, the justices of the Su- 
preme Court are sometimes obliged to 
order a rehearing, not on demand of 
the parties to the case, but simply to 
refresh their own memories. 

This condition of affairs in our high- 
est court is not only unnecessary and 
mischievous, but it also appears to be 
in violation of the law. The constitu- 
tion of this State prescribes that de- 
cisions must given within ninety 
days, under penalty of forfeiture of 
salary. Constitution of California, ar- 
ticle vi, section 24: “No Judge of a Su- 
perior Court nor of the Supreme Court 
shall, after the, first day of July, 1880, 
be allowed to draw or receive any 
monthly salary wniless he shall take 
and subscribe an affidavit before an 
officer entitled to administer oaths that: 
no cause in his court remains unde- 
cided that has been submitted for de- 
cision for the period of ninety days.” 

Unless this section has been 
amended, which is not the case so far 
as I am able to learn, the justices of 
the Supreme urt are either serving 
without salaries during this whole 
term of office—which we all know can-

Characteristics of Fire Brigades. 

A correspondent, in commenting on 
a recent paragraph on the unnecessary 
destruction often wrought by firemen, 
says that every fire brigade has its 
characteristic way of working. In some 
brigades all possible attention is given 
to the rapidity of the actual turn-out, 
whilst in others the speed at which the 
engines run to the fire is considered to 
be of primary importance. Other bri- 
gades, again, give equal attention 
both. Some brigades work entirely on 
military lines, each man having cer- 
tain duties marked out for him befere- 
hand for every possible occasion, while 
in others a happy-go-lucky method of 
operation is preferred. One chief cf-, 
ficer always arrives * ¢ ‘re with a) 
staff of adjutants ana o,. flies, and 
controls the working of his brigade 
from a distant position of vantage; an- 
other chief of a st. ~ brigade always 
delights to be in th. chick of the fire, 
where a fireman would be more in 
place than a commander. Some bri- 
gades make a point of working quietly, 
and shouting is absolutely forbidden. 
All commands are then given on shrill 
whistles. In some brigades .all com- 
mands are given by word of mouth, 
and there is much bawling. In others 
the command is even repeated on 
horns. and the noise becomes ridiculous, 
As a rule, quiet working is a sign of 
efficiency. Some _ brigades work as 
close as possible to the fire; others are 
satisfied with putting water on or 
about the fire at a distance. Some at- 
tack the fire directly, others or ~ try 


to protect what surrounds the scat of 


the flames. In many brigades the or- 
ders are to always try and attack by. 
the natural routes of the front door and 
the staircases. In others, the men al- 


- Ways have to attempt some more ir- 


regular entrance, with the aid of lad- 
ders, through windows, for instance. 
Some brigades carefully extinguish a 
fire, some simply swamp it. There 
are cases where officers will go so far 
as to let a roof that is alight buh it- 
self out, simply Keeping the surround- 
ing walls, or, say, the attic floor, damp. 


Seal and Other Furs. 

A writer on the subject of skins asks 
“Is the seal worth preserving?” and 
answers the question by showing that 
the world could get along very well 
without it. One effect of the interna 
tional dispute, which is agitating the 
diplomatists and the press, is that a 
search has been begun for other 
sources of supply for the materials for 
winter habiliments. There is no suffi- 
cient reason why the seal should re- 
main the monarch of the fur trade. 
There are innumerable beautiful and 
workable furs in many countries only 
waiting on the trapper and the furrier. 
India and Africa are particularly rich 
in furs, which may be made as rare 
and costly as the most expensive of 
sealskins. Australia may be relied 
upon to supply something quite as 
good in its line as the object of the 
Bering difficulty. In 1895 the value 
of the opossum,’ wallaby and other 
marsupial skins exported from New 
South Wales was estimated at $905,035. 
To these may be added rabbit skins, 
Kangaroo skins, and miscellaneous 
skins, including a number of platypus, 
forming a total of $1,161,485. The opos- 
sum has a fine, long fur, of a wooly 
texture, and of an ash-gray color. The 
demand for hare and rabbit skins in 
good condition is pree tically unlimited, 
the fur being made into the felt hats 
now worn. The kangaroo skin is val- 
ued both as a fur and for the produc- 
tion of leather; the fur, which is soft 
and silky, is of a reddish color. Platy- 
pus skins are rapidly becoming scarce. 
The skin resembles that of the otter 
and is sometimes known in the trade 
variously as silver or golden otter. It 
is very popular for winter wear, and 
when the coarser outer hair becomes 
shabby it is plucked away, revealing 
beneath a dark second coat of lustrous

Engines Too Far Away From the 
Southwestern Residence District 
to be Effective. 


TOTAL LOSSES TOO FREQUENT.

INSURANCE MEN WANT TO KNOW

Directs Attention to Lack of Ap- .

The residents of the southwestern 
portion of the city are seriously alarmed 
at the frequency of fires in that portion 
of Los.Angeles, almost—al-—of—which 
have resulted in the total destruction of 
not only the houses, but their contents. 
Insurance men are looking into the 
matter, and what was once considered 
by them the “gilt edge” district and 
consequently had correspondingly low 
rates, may soon be rated as dangerous, 
and premiums on policies may go jump- 
ing upward. 

The cause of the present agitation is 
the burning of the h@®me of Ira O. 
Smith at No. 636 West Adams street 
last week. Last February the home of 
W. P. Gardiner at No. 666 West Adams 
street, only a stone’s throw away from 
the Smith house, was burned, and in 
both cases the loss was total. Ss 

The Smith fire has directed attention 
to some matters concerning the fire de- 
partment. According to the statements 


, of all the residents of the neighborhood 


the engines did not reach the Smith 
fire until from twelve to fifteen minutes 
after the alarm had_ been sent in. 
When the apparatus did reach the fire 
there was no chief, assistant chief or 
any one else to direct the firemen, and 
they went at their work as best they 
could. The result was one engine was 
so placed that the hose on the reel 
would not reach to the burning build- 
ing and more hose had to be sent for. 
Other water than that furnished by the 
hydrant to which tthe engine hitched 
was close at hand and in abundance, 
and had a district engineer or assistant

ing of the apparatus, could have 
been utilized, “saving minutes of most 
valuable time. When the firemen got 
more hose they found themselves with- 

“t dadders, and it was on a rickety, 

ishackYe ladder grabbed up at ran- 
av.a in the neighborhood that the cap- 
tain of the Pico-street Chemical Com- 
pany was injured. He was acting as 
chief, and whem he was hurt there was 
no one to take his place. 

“There is no question,” said Ira O. 
Smith, “but what my house could have 
been saved, with a few thousand dol- 
lars’ damage, had the department ar- 
echkoyy in time and been properly han- 


“I can hardly blame the working 
firemen. The nearest engine to my 
place was on Main and Adams streets, 
three-quarters of a mile away. The 
chemical was on Star and Pico streets, 
a mile and a half away, and the Six- 
teenth-street engine was a mile and a 
quarter away. It seemed to me the en- 
gines would never come. Had there 
been a chemical within ten minutes’ 
run of my house after the alarm was 
telephoned in, the house could have 
been saved. It seems to me, and Iam 
an old engineer, that there is something 
wrong with a fire department that has 
to send from Adams to Main street for 
coal and get it only half a sack at a 
time. There was no head to anything. 
I didn’t worry when the engines got 
there, for, although the fire had a good 
start, I was sure the blaze would be 
put out. When I found hose was 
needed, water was needed, and most of 
all, somebody needed to direct affairs, 
I gave up hope an tried to save some 
of my things, but it was too late.” 

T. A. Isen, the architect, a neighbor 
of Mr. Smith’s, said: “I don’t know 
what was the matter exactly, but I do 
know Smith’s house should never have 
been allowed to burn down. We need 
more protection against fire. We need 
chemical engines, ladder wagons and 
more hydrants. The southwestern por- 
tion of the city contains some of the 
finest residences in all Los Angeles, 
and they are practically unprotected. 
The farther you go from the location of 
the Smith fire to the south and west, 
the less protection from fire you have. 
Something must be done out our way 
or people will cease building dwellings 
in that locality.” 

“Yes,” added Mr. Hunt, Mr. Isen’s 
partner, “unless something is done 
pretty soon nobody will feel safe out 
our way. Every house that catches 
fire burns to the ground. Witness the 
destruction of F. C. Howes’s home on 
Thirty-first street, a block from Figue- 
roa, on last Christmas day. It was a 
total loss. The firemen do the best 
they can when they get there, but they 
are too faraway. No city of the size of 
Los Angeles leaves its residence dis- 
— so unprotected from fire as we do 

ere.” 

S. B. Lewis of No. 710 West Adams 
street, president of the Haden & Lewis 
Company, another resident of the dis- 
trict, said: “We have no _ protection 
against fire. What we want is more 
apparatus; a chemical engine or two 
for quick work, a ladder apparatus to 
enable firemen to reach the towers of 
the houses, and we need more hy- 
drants. We cannot build up and beau- 
tify a residence district without protec- 
tion against fire. I have nothing to 
say against the fire department. Horses 
cannot run a mile in two, ‘three or five 
minutes and drag a heavy engine, nor 
can men work without tools. It is 
wise to protect the business districts of 
the city and unwise to neglect the res- 
idence portion of the city.” 

“I am certainly much disappointed 
at the way things are going in the 
southwestern portion of the city,” said 
Louis Vetter, ex-Fire Commissioner 
and well-known underwriter. “My 
companies have lost within the past 
year in insurance on West Adams 
street alone more money than would 
buy two new chemical engines and 
What Tt cannot under- 
stand is that every house out that way 
that gets on fire is a total loss. It 
burns to the ground. This should not 
be in a city like Los Angeles. Already 
the insurance companies are getting 
uneasy over risks in the residence por- 
tions of the city. When they learn 
that the nearest fire engine is a mile 
away from a section in which the most 
costly houses in the city are located, 
it is but natural they should feel un- 
easy. But even allowing for the dist- 
ance the engines are compelled to 
travel, it certainly seems to me that 
lack of hose and lack of coal to keep 
steam in the engines, after they reach 
a fire should not occur. There is 
something radically wrong in this busi- 
ness, and the commissioners should in- 
quire into it. There is no excuse for 
the department, or any section of it, 
being without a competent head at the 
time of a fire like Smith’s house. 
understand that the captain of the 
chemical company who was injured at 


the Smith fire, was in charge there.:

People out there tell me that the first 


engine to arrive ran its hose out from 
a ydrant a block and more away.

when plenty of water could have been 
reached within half a block. If this is 
true, it is no wonder they didn’t have 
hose enough. Bach company knows 
the number of feet of hose it carries 
on its reel and how far it will reach. 
There. is something wrong and the in- 
surance men are getting tired of paying 
total losses on costly dwellings.” 

It is probable there will be concerted 
action upon part of the citizens of the 
residence portion»of the city, asking 
for more protection against fire. What 
form of action will be adopted has 
not been settled upon as yet, but when 
insurance men begin talking about 
canceling policies and doubling rates, 
owners of costly residences have rea- 
son to get uneasy. Inquiry made 
among the firemen shows that the 
members of the force are not as fa- 
miliar with the location of hydrants, 
etc., as they should be. An engineer 
was asked the location of the nearest 
hydrant to No. 636 West Adams, and 
he said, “I’ll have to look at the map.”

BOYS KEEP THE STREETS CLEAN 
' FOR 33 CENTS A DAY. 


Ex-Gov. Merrill on Street Cleaning. 
7A City Government That Can 

Be Things’ Needed—Main Street 
7$ti—Smells Like Sam Hill.” 


Ex-Gov.. Samuel P. Merrill, for two 
terms Chief Executive of the great 
State of Iowa, back in the 80’s, was 
found yesterday standing on the corner 
of Spring and Third streets, in front 
of the Stimson Block, gazing fixedly, 
with a look of grim disgust, at a street- 
cleaner’s open cart,. which was filled 
with the vilest offal to be found on any 
public thoroughfare. 

“Now just look at that,” he said. 
“That cart has stopped and stood, and 
staid. and stank there for forty min- 
utes, and it is a disgrace te a civilized 
community. 

“The Times articles on cleaning our 
streets by hand are good and doing 
good. Everybody seems _ interested. 
The subject is especially interesting to 
me becauSe when, in London, a few 
years ago, I paid particular attention

to the way they kept their streets 
clean there by hand sweeping. Boys 
did the work there, little fellows whose 
badge of office was a peculiar cap, and 
whose tool outfit was a broom with a 
scraper and a short shovel, and whose 
Wages were 33 cents a day. 
would dodge among, and fairly under, 
the horses to clean up the dirt and 
then deposit it in a receptacle on the 
curb. There would be a half a dozen 
such cans set along the street in a dis- 
tance as far as from here to Second 
street’—about a block. “It’s the horses 
that keep the streets dirty, and then 
the vehicles scatter the dirt. Those 
little fellows would dodge in and catch 
up the dirt before it became scattered, 
as it is right here on Spring street 
now, and in every other street in town, 
in a way that should disgust any _per- 
son of refinement. Drivers’ there 
would respect the little fellows, turn 
out for them and wait for them to get 
out of the way. Traffic there is 
much heavier than on-this street, but 
one never saw a street as dirty there 
as this Spring street is here. Then, 
too, the cans at the curbs were emptied 
at night and carted away. when the 
streets were almost deserted. Nobody 
ever sees such a sight as that open cart 
of offal in the streets of London; the 
driver would be mobbed before he could 
be arrested. ; 

“What we need here is some sort of 
city government or other guthority 
that can do things. Col. Waring is 
right when he says the great trouble 
is that the public service is used as a 
political dumping ground for derelicts. 

“These streets ought to be washed 
at night, too. Why; when Gen. Butler 
was in command of New Orleans and 
the city was thronged with soldiers, 
refugees, renegades and all the riff- 
raff that accompanies an army in 
time of war, besides its regular in- 
habitants, it was by cleaning the 
streets and washing them daily that 
he averted the yellow fever, which 
would otherwise have depopulated the 
city in its then over-crowded and de- 
moralized condition.” 

“I wish you’d come down to my place 
and just take a sniff.” said Dr. A. F. 
F. McCullough at the Henne building. 
‘‘All along Main street from Eighteenth 
to Adams the filthy condition of the 
streets is a menace to health. Water 
stands in the gutters and all over the 
street and st—smells like Sam Hill!"

TURNING UNDER ARREST. 


Taken Into Custody in San Fran-. 
cisco on the Charge of Obtain- — 
ing Money by False Pretenses. 


DR. H. BERT ELLIS THE VICTIM. 


LENT MONEY TO HER TO BUY A 
MILLINERY BUSINESS. 


The Prisoner Well Known Here as 
the Wife of a Former Hotel 
Clerk—She Denies the 

Charge. . 


At 3:30 yesterday afternoon, Mrs. 
Mattie Jenkins, the wife of Charles 
Jenkins, formerly a clerk at the Hol- 
lenbeck and Nadeau hotels, was ar- 
rested in her room at the St. Nicholas 
Hotel, San Francisco, on a warrant 
sworn out by Dr. H. Bert Ellis of this 
‘city, charging. her with having obtained 
$1000 from him. under false pretenses. 

The arrest was made by Deputy 
Sheriff ‘White of Sheriff Burr’s force, 
who was sent from here to get the 
woman... The following telegram from 
San Francisco gives the details: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 26.—[Spe- 
cial Dispatch to The Times.] Mrs. 
Mattie Jenkins, a lady of good family 
and prepossessing appearance, Was ar- 
rested today at Hotel St. Nicholas by 
Detective’ Dillon and Deputy Sheriff 
White of, Los Angeles on the charge of 
obtaining. money by false _ pretenses. 
She was taken to the City Prison, and 
there detained until 4 o’clock, when 
she left'on the train for Los Angeles, 
accompanied by White. 

The complaint was sworn to by Dr. 
H. Bert Ellis of Los Angeles. Mrs. 
Jenkins sent for Attorney Kowalsky 
as soon as she arrived at the City 
Prison, and, acting upon his advice, 
made no attempt to secure bonds here, 
but went on the first train in the 
custody of the deputy sheriff to an- 
swer to the charge made against her 
by Dr. Ellis. Mrs. Jenkins was 
greatly distressed at the position in 
which she so unexpectedly found her- 
self. She declares she has committed 
no criminal offense, and that, in swear- 
ing out ‘a warrant for her arrest on 
such charge, Dr. Ellis has proved false 
to a lifetime friendship that has ex- 
isted between him, herself and her 


family, and denounces his action as tel. 


spite work, 

"Deputy Sheriff White arrived in the 
city early this morning. He at once 
went to the police headquarters, and, 
after exhibiting the papers in his pos- 
session, was piaced {1 charge of Detec- 
tive Dillon, who conducted him to the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, where Mrs. Jenk- 
ins lived. At the hotel White sent the 
card of Dr. Ellis up to Mrs. Jenkins’s 
room and wasatonceinvited up. He 
there explained his mission and took 
her into custody. 

Ezra Washburn, bailiff of the Su- 
preme Curt, arrived at the prison with 
Col. Kowalsky. He has known Mrs. 
Jenkins and her family for over twelve 
years, and after hearing her story of- 
fered to do all in his power to help 
her. Mrs. Jenkins did not seem to 
worry about the’ charge against her, 
but was greatly distressed lest her 
mother should learn of the affair. 

“T am not afraid of being able to 
refute this charge,” she said, “but the 
fact that I am in this awful situation 
would kill my mother it she hears of 
it, and the disgrace of it all, undeserved 


although it is, just breaks my heart. ] 


I never dreamed that I would ever be 
in prison, under arrest and charged 
with crime, and that by a man.who 
has professed the greatest friendship 
for me, who has written letters full of 
kind words to me and to my folks 
right up to the eve of this dreadful oc- 
currence. The thought that all his pro- 
testations of friendship were hollow 
and false almost kills my belief in: hu- 
mar kind.”’ 

The story leading up to the arrest 
as told by Mrs. Jenkins is‘ as follows: 
She was living in Los Angeles last 
June, her husband being a clerk in one 
of the hotels there. He lost his position 
and was obliged to seek other fields. 
She remained behind, and, thinking she 
saw an apportunity to get hold of a 
millinery business, went to Dr. Ellis, 
who was an old friend of her family, 
and asked assistance. 

This he willingly extended, and to 
enable her to secure money, indorsed 
her notes to the extent of $1000. These 
notes she discounted .at one of the 
banks. Immediately after this Dr. Bl- 
lis went East on a visit. The negotia- 
tions for the millinery business fell 
through, and she, too, left Los’ An- 
geles. She was East fora while, and on 
her return was seriously hurt in a rail- 
road accident. She is just now getting 
over the effects of the accident. Some 
of the notes are now due, and she sup- 
poses that because she did not devote 
the money to the object originally in- 
tended, the doctor has been induced 
to so represent matters to a Los An- 
geles Justice of the Peace that he is- 
sued a warrant for her arrest on a 
charge of /felony. 

Kowalsky said he has known Mrs. 
Jenkins for some time. He believes 
Mrs. Jenkins’s version of the trouble, 
and thinks her arrest on such a charge, 
the manner of it, and the time chosen, 
when all courts were closed, and the 
procuring of bail almost an impossibil- 
ity, a most outrageous proceeding. He 
advised Mrs. Jenkins to accompany the 
deputy sheriff, so she could secure a 
hearing as soon as posssible. Mrs. 
Jenkins’s brother, G. M. Antrim, is 
engaged in business in this city. Bé 
resides with his mother in Alameda. 
A telegram was sent to him when his 
sister was arrested. He was not at 
home when the message arrived, and 
when he got it and came over to the 
city she, had started on her journey 
south. He confirmed the story told 
by Mrs. Jenkins, and was almost as 
bewildered as she had been as to the 
reason for Dr. Ellis’s action. 

THE COMPLAINANT'S STORY. 

Mrs. Jenkins is well-known in Los 
Angeles. Before her marriage with 
Charley Jenkins she was a Miss An- 
trim. After her marriage with the ka- 
tel clerk, Mrs. Jenkins became noted 
for the extravagant manner in which 
she dressed, and there was no end of 
gossip about her. Her busband first 
lost his position at the Hollenbeck and 
then at the Nadeau under circum- 
stances which the. proprietors of the 
hotels decline to discuss. 

Arout the ist of June last Jenkins 
left his wife here and went to San 
Francisco. A few days after his de- 
parture, Mrs. Jenkins went East ani 
her mother went to San Francisco to 
reside with a son. It was understood 


at the time that Mr. and Mrs. Jen-|° 


kins had separated, and subsequent 


events bear out the supposition, as she |, 
has ‘not been living with her husband |. 


since her return from the East to 
San Francisco, some two weeks ago. 
The allegations upon which the com- 
plaint and warrant were issued are sub- 
stantially as follows: Early in May 
this year Mrs. Jenkins went to 
Dr. Ellis as one of the oldest friends 
her mother had,.and told him she was 
haying trouble with her husband; that 
he gave her no’money, was his 
salary and was dissipated.
